Section 36, Chapter 92, Revised Statutes of Maine, 1954: 


“Before making an assessment, the Assessors shall give 
reasonable notice in writing to the Inhabitants, by posting 
in some public place in town, or shall notify them, in such 
other ways as the town at its Annual Meeting directs, to 
make and to bring in to them true and perfect lists of their 
polls and all their estates, real and personal, not by law 
exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed on the 
first day of April of the same year. If any resident owner, 
after such notice, does not bring in such lists, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the Assessors or 
the County Commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, 
unless he offers such list with his application and satisfies 
them that he was unable to offer it at the time appointed.”’

CLERK’S DUTIES IN CONNECTION WITH 
DOG LICENSES 

The clerk of cities and towns shall issue said licenses, re- 
ceive the money therefor and pay the same to the Treasurer 
of State, who shall credit the same to the general fund. 

Clerks are merely receiving agents for the State. The 
law neither requires nor authorizes clerks to collect dog 
taxes, but it does provide mechanics for municipal officers 
to follow in setting in motion delinquent collection pro- 
cedure. 

Assessors of taxes include in their inventories lists of all 
dogs 6 months old or over owned or kept by any inhabitants 
on the 1st day of April, and make returns to the clerks of 
their respective cities and towns and to the Commissioner 
of Agriculture. 


DOG TAXES ARE DUE ON OR BEFORE APRIL Ist 

The last Legislature, in providing for a 50c bounty on 
porcupines to be paid from dog taxes, also boosted dog 
license fees. The new rates are: 

Males or spayed ($1.40); Female ($5.40); and new 
charge for kennel fee ($10.15). 

In the collecting of delinquent taxes, the Police Officer 
or Constable is to charge an additional $2.00 for his fee in 
each. 

THE INCREASES IN THE HUNTING AND FISHING 
LICENSES: The combination license, $5.25, and the license 
separate, $2.75.

Your attention is respectfully called to the following 
report for Searsport Public Schools:

The total enrollment is seven less than in September, 
1956 when school opened. 

In January of this year a fifth teacher was added to the 
staff in the Primary Building, and this teacher took read- 
ing and number classes from other grades. Special atten- 
tion is given by this teacher to pupils with a reading diffi- 
culty. It was the judgment of school officials and teachers 
that this was necessary in order to prevent the development 
of a serious reading situation in our schools. 

It is a policy also to require pupils to repeat a grade in 
the Primary Building when a pupil has not made the right 
amount of progress, especially in reading. 


TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


It is well-known that Maine is below the national aver- 
age in paying teachers. Teachers this year are on the move, 
seeking higher pay; and this is detrimental to towns which 
lose good teachers. 

If Searsport retains its present staff of well-trained 
and efficient teachers, salaries must be equal to the state 
average; and certainly, salaries should be high enough to 
prevent teachers from resigning to take positions in nearby 
towns which pay more. 

During the current year, the state average for ele- 
mentary teachers has been about $2900.00 compared with 
$2500.00 for Searsport. High School average for teachers 
has been about $3300.00 compared with $3600.00 in Sears- 
port, and this is a favorable comparison for the secondary 
level. | 
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Reports from the Maine Teachers Association concern- 
ing salary raises all over the state show that the average 
increase per teacher is $300.00, and that more and more 
salary schedules are being published. : 

The school committee has voted the following raises for 
teachers for the school year beginning next September: 
High School: 

Raises vary somewhat, and the average raise is $380.00. 

This brings the average yearly salary to $4000.00. 
Elementary Teachers: 

$300.00 for each teaching position; and teachers who 

have a degree will receive the added $300.00 which 

state law required in any event. The average salary 
will be $2900.00. 

In the opinion of the writer, this is a wise move and 
should enable Searsport to keep its teachers, or replace them 
where there may be vacancies. It is earnestly hoped that 
the present staff remains and that Searsport may continue 
to profit by their high standard of professional training and 
teaching’ effort. 


THE JACOBS REPORT 


In educational circles much consideration is given to 
this report. 

The legislature of 1955 appointed a Legislative Re- 
search Committee to study school finances and needs. This 
committee engaged the J. L. Jacobs and Company to make 
the actual study and their findings are known as the Jacobs 
Report. Its recommendations are now nears the legislature 
for possible action. 

Some general statements from this Report may be of 
interest: 

1. The expense per pupil and teacher salaries in Maine are 
below the national average. 

2. The principal need is to raise the level of school Poe 
grams in the smaller towns.

3. The formula for distribution of state subsidy does not 
define the educational program the state is buying. 

4. There should be a minimum or foundation program for 
all children. 

5. Inefficiencies that exist in the expenditures of state 
funds are caused by inadequate organization of school 
systems at the local level. 

6. School systems should be strengthened at the local level 
by establishing larger school districts or administrative 
units. 

7. The report recommends the creation of a school re- 
organization commission to study appropriate school 
districts. 

8. There should be state aid for school building construc- 
tion; and additional subsidy for maintaining these 
larger units. 

This report will doubtless give an added incentive to 
the movement for area high schodls, but it is well to bear 
in mind that this program cannot be realized in a short 
time. 

The report recommends school units of about 300 pupils 
and also characterizes the area school with these two state- 
ments: 

a) Financial Size:—The school district should have a 
tax base sufficiently large which, with appropriate state 
assistance, will provide the desired educational program and 
permit the construction of necessary school buildings. 

b) Community of Interest :—The school district should 
be centered around at least one natural community which 
Serves as a center of employment, commercial activity and 
social activity to provide a sense of community identity for 
the district. 

It is possible that unless Searsport can look forward to 
a growth in its high school to 300, that the people might 
well become interested in an area school.

GENERAL ACCOUNT 

The committee is requesting $2,500.00 for general re- 
pairs, and new equipment. New equipment planned is for 
new desks to continue to replace old and outmoded ones; 
new typewriters for the high school (some of these type- 
writers are 15 years old) ; a liquid duplicator for the Gram- 
mar School. For repairs, it is planned to replace more slate 
on the roof at the Grammar School, and if possible to lay 
one tile floor; and to have sufficient money for emergency 
repairs. Also, it is becoming increasingly important to add 
to experimental equipment for the Science Laboratory. 

The much larger item for teacher salaries needs ex- 
planation. In both the elementary account and the secondary 
account, the new budget shows the increase for hiring an- 
other teacher for a whole year, and this did not appear in 
last year’s budget. 

The teaching item also includes parts of two raises be- 
cause the school year overlaps the fiscal year for which we 
appropriate. In the new fiscal year the amount of increase 
includes 60% of last year’s raises and 40% of next year’s 
raises.

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THE MUSIC PROGRAM 


Mr. Walter Snow, music supervisor, has given instruc- 
tion in band instruments and vocal music since last Septem- 
ber. This instruction was duplicated in other towns in the 
School Union, and it soon became obvious the load was too 
heavy for an efficient program. 


In December 1956 the Union Committee voted to en- 
gage a second music teacher who would concentrate on vocal 
music and leaving Mr. Snow to give practically all his time 
to the development of a band. Mrs. Snow was appointed to 
this second position, and it is now possible to assign more 
time to the music program in each town. 


In regard to Searsport, Mr. Snow spends 114 days in 
town giving instruction in band and also 1%4 day for vocal 
instruction. Mrs. Snow is in Searsport 114 days for vocal 
lessons in the three school buildings. 


Various phases of music are taught: singing, rhythm, 
listening, theory, and the creative. In most every classroom 
in Searsport there is evidence of improvement in the music 
program; and there is a great interest on the part of those 
learning some band instrument. 


It will take two or three years to develop a school band, 
and in time it will be necessary to buy the large instru- 
ments. 


Instruction in music has been regarded in all ages as a 
vital part of human need and expression. There can be no 
doubt that money raised for music education is well spent; 
and in time we expect to develop a school band of which the 
people of Searsport will be proud. 


OBSERVATIONS 


The Hot Lunch Program is waiting for a place to pre- 
pare the food; this is the starting point. 
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Searsport is justly proud of both the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Basketball teams. We will long remember the championship 
record of the Varsity Basketball Team of 1956-57, and the 
splendid coaching of Averill Black. 


Norman LaPointe has taken over the Driver Education 
Course and this releases time for the Principal, Mr. Murray, 
for administrative duties. We are grateful to Mr. Murray 
for organizing and teaching the course during the past year. 

Again we wish to thank those civic groups and individ- 
uals who have sponsored projects for Searsport Schools— 
we are grateful to them.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Committee and Citizens of 
Searsport: 


As I take a survey of the school program in comparison 
with last year’s program, I find that there has been several 
changes in our curriculum which indicates a great improve- 
ment. In the first place the addition of a new member of 
our High school faculty made it possible to set up a program 
which had many advantages to all concerned. 


One fourth of the school has been enrolled in the com- 
mercial course, which is taught by Mrs. McCaslin. Her 
teaching load consists of Junior Business Training, Short- 
hand I and II, Bookkeeping, Typing I and II, and a newly 
inaugurated Typing I course for non-commercial students 
who need typing for the type of work they may do under 
a college preparatory course. As you can see this gives her 
seven periods of teaching in a seven period schedule. 


Miss Clark has had the largest pupil load for the year 
meeting 107 students in the four English classes that she 


has and the Latin class, she also has two supervised study 
halls. 


Mr. Black has a teaching load of Civics, General Math, 
American History, Biology, two supervised study halls of 
thirty-five each and Eighth grade Physical Education. 

Mr. LaPointe, our newly added member to the staff, is 
teaching French II, Problems of Democracy, General Sci- 
ence, World History, Driver Education, and Seventh Grade 
Physical Education. He also has two supervised study halls. 

My own teaching load has consisted of Physics, Algebra 
I and II, Driver Education for the first half of the year, 
two study halls, guidance and administration. 


It was hoped with the addition of a new instructor this 
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year that we would eliminate the menace of teachers having 
to handle a class in the front of the room and a student 
group in the back part of the room at the same time. We 
were nearly successful in doing it, as we only have two 
periods a day in which this happens. To me it is a major 
improvement in unloading the study hall burden of teach- 
ers, while teaching a class. They can give all their attention 
to the class work. 


The school curricula still has to undergo some major 
changes to meet with new standards which have to be at- 
tained in secondary schools by 1960, in order to be in the 
classification of Grade “‘A” secondary schools, and thereby 
be eligible for full reimbursement under the state subsidy 
plan. The school setup of the requirements are too de- 
tailed to be mentioned at this time, but I assure you that 
plans are being made to fulfill all the requirements. 


The guidance program has not progressed as far as I 
had hoped for but the beginning and foundation has been 
started. Last spring a testing program, which will continue 
each year, was started and as this information is gathered 
it will be a great help in guidance work in the future. Also, 
the State of Maine Employment Bureau is rendering a very 
usable testing program to high school seniors which also 
started this year and it is planned to be continued each year. 
I am in hopes that the program used for the seniors this 
year may be extended through each class in High school 
so that it may be a better guide for subjects and courses to 
be followed by certain individuals. 


I cannot close this section on school curriculum without 
mentioning the fact that major improvement necessary to 
our school curriculum now would be the addition of the 
‘Home Economics and Industrial Arts Departments. 


The music program is greatly improved this year with 
the addition of instrumental instructions. We cannot hope 
to see the full results of this program for several years as 
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a band cannot be organized in a year, especially where those 
involved are all beginners. 


The Driver Education course has had a full enrollment 
in the three groups that it has been offered to, in all sixty- 
five students have either completed the course or are in the 
process of taking the course. 


Our school Athletic program speaks for itself. The 
records that were established last year and this year show 
that physical development, physical skills, and good sports- 
manship are all resulting for the program. Over and above 
the teams that we hear so much about, we have had a J.V. 
team that has played several games and a Junior High bas- 
ketball team which is a necessary part of the Athletic pro- 
gram if we are to keep abreast with the schools about us. 
Much credit is due Averill Black, Ruth Clark, Norman La- 
Pointe and Tom Fraser for their time and effort in our 
athletic program. 


The Junior High program has been functioning at a 
high level and the teaching load that exists in the Seventh 
and Eighth grades has reached its maximum, as Mrs. 
Rivers and Mrs. Tripp have a total load of seventy-two stu- 
dents between them. Considering the size of these two 
rooms these teachers are doing an outstanding job to cope 
with the situation. I hope you realize it will soon be neces- 
sary to relieve the pressure in this Junior High setup. 


The activities program has been met with a great deal 
of interest due to the fact that we have three periods a 
week as a result of our rotating schedule to organize extra 
curricular affairs. Our school paper the ‘‘Viking”’ has be- 
come a part of the program well worth having. Our class 
organizations, one-act plays, speaking contestants, and stu- 
dent functions of all sorts have found the activity periods 
a lifesaver in carrying out the program. By the vote of the 
students, I feel our rotating schedule which allows five ac-

tivity periods, two for music and the other three for activi- 
ties, has been accepted as a part of the school program. 


Our school enrollment has stayed fairly steady this 
year. In the fall the enrollment was 98, having two trans- 
ferred and five left school, leaving us a present enrollment 
of 91 in the High school. Most of the drop outs have been 
in the Freshman class and on the percentage basis of 5% 
thus far. This is far below the average which is 18% state- 
wide. Out of last year’s graduation class, several went on to 
school and are meeting with more than normal success. 
They are David Choate, Maine Maritime Academy; Doris 
Tripp, University of Maine; Myra Gould, Husson College; 
and Gerald Ryder is planning to enter the University of 
Maine this fall. Seven of our present senior class are mak- 
ing plans to go on to some sort of advanced training, which 
indicates that a healthy condition exists in the fact that 
such a large per cent of students want to go on to advanced 
training. 


In bringing this report to a close, I wish to express 
my appreciation for the fine co-operation I have received. 
T want everyone to feel free to discuss school matters with 
me. Your interest in the school is a measure of its success.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Through the efforts and cooperation of the local health 
officer, the physician, the P.T.A. health committee, the town 
officials, and the school personnel, a good generalized Public 
Health Nursing program has been offered to the community 
this year. 


Monthly Child Health Conferences were held at Dr. Tor- 
rey’s Office from May through November. Each child had 
an opportunity to have a physical examination, immuniza- 
tion against diphtheria, tetanus, and whooping cough, and 
vaccination against smallpox. About 70 children attended 
these conferences. 


A polio immunization program was carried on in the 
schools with 165 students receiving two inoculations. Fur- 
ther clinics are being planned to include other age groups. 


Audiometer testing, as a means of finding children with 
defective hearing, was done in the schools. The sub-primary, 
first, second, third, eighth, and twelfth grades were included 
in this program. In the other grades the test was given to 
the pupils at the request of the teachers. 200 students were 
tested, 50 were retested, and 22 pupils were found to have 
defective hearing. Each family was notified by the teachers 
that a hearing difficulty was found. Some of the parents 
have obtained medical care for these children. 


Other services for the community have been those offered 
through State Sponsored Clinics. The Rehabilitation pro- 
gram has been available to give service where it has been 
needed. Maine is one of the two states in the country with 
the highest aging population and this has meant that the 
Public Health Nursing program has been expanded to help 
with some of the needs of this group. Chronic diseases also 
present their problems. 
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All these services would not. have been possible had it not 
been for the untiring work of volunteers and professional 
people working together to make Searsport a healthier and 
happier community in which a richer family life can be 
enjoyed. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks and appreciation to 
all who have made my job such a satisfying and stimulat- 
ing experience this past year.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


To the Town Manager: 


Your Health Officer, appointed April 7, 1956 wishes to 
submit the following report, as 1956 draws to a close. 

Twenty-eight cases of communicable diseases, including 
one of infectious jaundice, five of German measles, twenty- 
two of Chickenpox have been reported to me, and by me, 
to the State Dept. of Health. I am sure there have been 
numerous other cases which went unreported. 

Seven sessions of School Clinics, representing about 
twenty-five, were attended by your Health Officer, who 
assisted in the giving of Salk vaccine for poliomyelitis, 
vaccinations for smallpox, and immunization for diphtheria 
and tetanus. 


Four Child Health conferences were attended. 

Sixteen professional conferences were held with teachers, 
health and social workers and doctors, as well as numerous 
informal discussions with townfolk.and the Town Manager. 

One evening session in Belfast of local Health Officers, 
and one all-day session of regional Health Officers in Au- 
gusta were attended. 

Twenty-six home visits were made to investigate com- 
plaints, to instruct concerning matters of health, to look 
into sanitary problems and to allay nuisances. 

The toilets in Union Hall were condemned, and new ones 
were installed. Living quarters of the caretaker in Union 
Hall were also declared unfit and unsafe for living, and be- 
cause of planning on the part of many persons, Bill Hamil- 
ton was moved out and into Cross Nursing Home. 

Dr. Torrey, Mrs. Creamer, the State Public Health Nurse, 
- Mrs. Seaman, Chairman of the Health Committee of the 
-P.T.A., and numerous volunteers have cooperated to make 
- the various clinics work smoothly and efficiently, and it has 
been interesting to work with all of them. I am personally 
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grateful for their help, and the Town is fortunate to have 
their assistance. 

There are sanitary and health education needs in our 
community, however, and I make certain recommendations. 

In some places, proper disposal of sewage seems to de- 
pend upon sufficient rainfall. With a growing vopulation, 
the sewage which empties into the Mill Pond and into the 
brook near Perley Andrews’ Garage may need added atten- 
tion. 

Searsport has its slums, and numerous houses are unfit 
for the numbers of persons who now occupy them. As an 
example, there is in our town a one-room house, in which a 
man, his wife, his wife’s teen-age sister, and three school 
children, (two girls and a boy) all live—eating, sleeping, 
bathing, playing and studying in a room not more than 15 
by 28 feet. Such a situation ought to be remedied. It is 
socially-poor for mental health, and poor from every angle. 

Mrs. Seaman, our “one-man” Health Council, has done a 
superb job in assisting in immunizations of our children. 
She notifies parents of Clinics by phone, and by post card, 
keeps a complete record of every child’s attendance at 
Clinics, secures volunteers, gets notices and reports into the 
newspaper, helps in money-raising and is an invaluable 
worker, even though bedridden. She needs a metal card file, 
and I recommend that money be appropriated from some 
source to help pay phone calls, postals and supplies needed 
for this important work. 

Dr. Torrey donates hours of time in the course of the 
year. He has never been reimbursed for the time spent in 
school clinics; I recommend that he be paid a minimum of 
$10.00 a session for the school clinics. 

For better mental health of both our oldsters and our 
youth, I would like to see a recreational and crafts center 
set up in our town in the future. I believe there is a real 
need for something of this sort, and I believe volunteers 
could be found to assist in making one work.

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_ REPORT OF AUDITOR

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request, we have audited the 
general and trust fund accounting records of the Town of 
Searsport, Maine for the year ending January 31, 1957; we 
have directly examined records of the town clerk affecting 
accounting procedures and the administration of the town. 
Our examination was made in the form of a limited general 
audit as recommended by the National Committee on Gov- 
ernmental Accounting and accordingly included all the pro- 
cedures that we considered consistent with such standards. 


We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits, 
schedules and detailed listings together with supporting 
. comments, qualifications and recommendations according 
~ to our findings. 


CERTIFICATE 


Based upon our examination, and subject to the fore- 
going, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accom- 
panying comparative balance sheet, statement of trans- 
actions in departmental accounts, and analysis of change in 
unappropriated surplus properly presents the financial 
condition of the town as at January 31, 1957 and the results 
of its operations for the year then ended, in conformity with 
generally accepted principles of municipal accounting.

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COMMENTS 
CASH 


Cash on demand deposit, in the general and trust funds, 
has been reconciled with bank statements and certificates. 
Cash on hand, totaling $3,649.88, was verified to have been 
promptly deposited. The balance does not include $8.70 in 
the account kept by the preceding manager against which 
three checks were issued; one in the amount of $7.70 has 
evidently been lost, the payee having verified that amount 
as still due from the town. Two other checks of $.50 were 
issued for porcupine bounties and have not been cashed. At 
the close of the year $1,020.79 of trust fund income was 
erroneously credited by the bank to the general fund in- 
stead of the segregated trust fund checking account. 


Office funds of the treasurer, collector and town clerk 
were verified by actual count. 


TAX RECEIVABLES 


The assessment of 1956 taxes was added and compared 
with the collector’s commitment. The outstanding balances 
nave been verified by correspondence with a representative 
number of tax payers. Tax abatements for all years were 
listed and applied against detailed listing of current and 
prior assessments. A portion of these abatements were 
charged to the account which had anticipated such a loss. 


We have added the collector’s copies of excise tax re- 
ceipts pre-numbered A3937 to A3995 inclusive for 1956 and 
pre-numbered 1 to 112 inclusive for 1957 and the total] found 
to be exactly equal to treasurer’s receipts. 
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TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 


New tax liens were examined and all collections were 
compared in detail to ledger postings; numerous adjust- 
ments were necessary. All tax liens for which the period of 
redemption had expired were considered as foreclosed and 
the property involved was listed as if owned by the town. 
This listing also absorbed subsequent liens and taxes on the 
same real estate affected by these foreclosures. Each trans- 
action in the sale of property was traced in detail with the 
profit or loss lapsed to unappropriated surplus. We have 
not traced the title of the mortgagor and our listing, in no 
manner implies an opinion of title. 


ACCOUNTS RECEIVABLE AND PAYABLE 


Several items receivable have been considered either 
uncollectible or difficult to collect without litigation; a re- 
serve for possible loss is maintained to avoid over valuation. 
Certain payables are old but the reasons are sound and they 
are believed to be true obligations. 


CAPITAL RESERVE 


We obtained bank certificates verifying the amount on 
time deposit. The income from security investments was 
properly added to the savings accounts. 


OUTSTANDING BONDS 


During the year $4,000.00 of outstanding bonds were 
retired ; the coupon account shows a zero balance, indicative 
that all coupons have been presented for payment. 


DEPARTMENTAL TRANSACTIONS 


‘We have not made a detailed examination of all de- 
partmental transactions; we did, however, test check in- 
voices and payrolls to an extent consistent with the scope 
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of examination. Reconciliation has been made with the 
superintendent of schools. The State reports on highway 
funds were compared and reconciled with disbursements by 
the town. The overdraft for state aid construction has not 
been lapsed because it is subject to possible anticipation 
of future joint town and State funds. 


TRUST FUNDS 


During the year the agency trust agreement with The 
Merrill Trust Company was finally negotiated and began 
operating July 12, 1956. There has been a long series of 
delays beyond the control of either the agency or the officials 
of the town. The energetic efforts of your town manager 
avoided further delay. In the long interim period there had 
accrued a substantial amount of unfinished business which 
was very well taken care of by the agency trustee includ- 
ing the investment of idle funds, cashing and reinvesting 
natural matured securities and the consolidation of time de- 
posits. The intermingling of principal and expendable in- 
come in the same checking account was largely eliminated. 


The investments reported by the agency were in agree- 
ment with the securities and time deposits turned over dur- 
ing the year, adjusted by new investments. There were sev- 
eral circumstances which substantially reduced the income 
for the current year which are not expected to recur. In 
order for the agency trustee to render its report for incorpo- 
ration into the town records before January 31st, and to 
allocate income and expense to the very numerous individ- 
ual funds, the trust fund operations are based upon the 
calendar year which cut off the January 1957 returns on 
securities. The idle funds had less than six months in which 
to yield actual cash. There was also prepaid interest un- 
realized at the close of the calendar year. The cost of care 
and management of the fund included the cost of imple- 
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menting the agreement plus both current and prior years 
expenses formerly paid for by the town taxpayers. 


The object of this trust agreement was to decrease the 
cost to the town in both time and in cash, the increase in 
income compensating for absorption of the expense. It is 
anticipated, however, that when the present Series G Sav- 
ings Bonds mature the net income will be even greater than 
when the town was absorbing the costs. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 


The beginning surplus was cut nearly in half by the 
voters at annual meeting but the operations for the year 
were profitable enough to nearly compensate. It was ob- 
served, however, that the tax levy for a recreational direc- 
tor was entirely unused and that a balance of $1,692.00 in 
the tax map account was lapsed in the absence of authority 
from the voters for continuance beyond the current year. 
Contributing to the gain was an unusual amount of supple- 
mental taxes. The bonded indebtedness was reduced accord- 
ing to schedule. 


The only important overdraft was in snow removal 
which was attributed to the unusual ice conditions. A minor 
overdraft was in the town’s share of social security which 
must match the deductions from employees plus an admin- 
istrative charge. The total unexpended balances exceeded 
the overdrafts by $5,061.41 which was in a substantial de- 
gree achieved by full time management plus sufficient assist- 
ance to provide for the constantly increasing clerical, ad- 
ministrative and constructive duties inherent to the present 
form of government.

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CLERK’S DUTIES IN CONNECTION WITH 
DOG LICENSES 


The clerk of cities and towns shall issue licenses, receive 
the money therefor and pay the same to the Treasurer of 
State, who shall credit the same to the general fund. 

Clerks are merely receiving agents for the State. The 
law neither requires nor authorizes clerks to collect dog 
taxes, but it does provide mechanics for municipal officers 
to follow in setting in motion delinquent collection pro- 
cedure. 

Assessors of taxes include in their inventories lists of all 
dogs 6 months old or over owned or kept by any inhabitants 
on the first day of April, and make returns to the clerks of 
their respective cities and towns and to the Commissioner 
of Agriculture.

This is an increase of about 45%. 
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FUTURE ENROLLMENTS AND HOUSING PROBLEMS 


For three years the entering class has been about 50 
and as this number moves up through the grades, a housing 
problem is created. At present, we can house these num- 
bers by combining parts of grades in some classrooms. The 
large grades (46 in Grade 6 and 46 in Grade 1) cannot be 
placed in one room with any hope of effective teaching. 
Furthermore, no room was built to accommodate such num- 
bers. At present there are three rooms with divided grades, 
and next year there will again be three rooms with this 
arrangement. 

In the Primary Building it has been necessary to equip 
part of the lunch room in the basement to house a small 
division of Grade 1. This can be only temporary while new 
building is being planned. The School Committee wishes to 
assure the parents that this room in the lunch room is well- 
lighted, well-equipped, and safety measures have been pro- 
vided for. 

Grade Seven next year will be 46 and this requires an- 
other room in the High School building. The trustees are 
now dividing the Industrial Arts room in order to house 
another division of Grade 7. 

This is further evidence of the need for more class- 
rooms and the realization that this cannot be deferred much 
longer. 


Within 5 to 7 years Searsport will need at least 4 more 
classrooms on the Elementary level. At present there are 
10, not counting the basement in the Primary building. 

On the High School level, there is also a growing need 
for more classrooms and more teachers; Freshman classes 
are too large, and as the present grades 6, 7 and 8 move 
into the High School, it will very definitely be crowded. 
Within 5 to 7 years the enrollment will doubtless be 155 
and there will need to be at least two more teachers. 

What are possible solutions to the enrollment and 
housing problems? 
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For next year the Committee has decided that with 3 
divided grades and one more teacher to handle a second 
division of Grade 7, pupils can be housed without undue 
crowding. However, this is only a breather while school 
officials and citizens provide more space. 

The State plan for accreditation for high schools by 
1960 would call for much added expense. This plan calls 
for a broad curriculum to meet the needs of modern youth. 

I am sure the people of Searsport earnestly desire a 
high school with a broad and satisfactory curriculum, but 
can the town afford this? 

It would appear that Searsport must plan to spend 
more money to maintain its own single educational unit, or 
enter a new Administrative District which would furnish 
an up-to-date course of study and educational opportunity 
for high school youth. 

It is appropriate to repeat that the State furnishes 
greater financial aid to towns that join an Administrative 
District and this aid includes cost of new construction. 

Two plans may be followed: 

One: Build a new elementary building and take grades 
7 and 8 out of the high school. This will provide adequate 
space for both elementary and secondary pupils. 

Two: Move the high school into a consolidated school 
acting with other towns in joining a new District as allowed 
by the Sinclair Bill. This would provide enough space for 
grade children if the people want to continue to use the old 
brick building. 


THE SINCLAIR BILL AND SEARSPORT 


The Sinclair Bill passed by the last legislature is ap- 
pealing to many people and there is a great deal of interest 
in the bill all over the state. 

At present, there are local committees studying the 
feasibility of forming a new Administrative District with 
Belfast and nearby towns. You will hear from these com- 
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mittees after there has been more research and more definite 
opinions formed. 


What is the Sinclair Bill? 


It allows two or mare towns to join in a district which 
will have at least 300 high school pupils. This consolidated 
school would have a broader curriculum offering Home 
Economics, Industrial Arts, Agriculture, and Physical Edu- 
cation. Also teachers would specialize in one subject rather 
than being obliged to teach several subjects, for which they 
might not be properly trained. 

All towns in a proposed district would be one educa- 
tional unit and under one Board of Directors. Each town 
would be represented and would elect its own directors. 
iwlementary pupils in most cases would not be transported 
out of town; in fact, the formation of a new district would 
make very little difference in the location of grade pupils. 
Only high school and possibly grade 7 and 8 pupils would 
be transported any distance to a consolidated school. 

The new district. would be financed by pooling the re- 
sources of the various towns and by prorating the costs of 
debt payments and new construction. If school buildings 
are constructed after the formation of an Administrative 
District, the State will pay a large portion of the cost. This 
has never been possible before. 

It might also be pointed out that a gymnasium in con- 
nection with the school will be partly paid for by the state. 
This should be an added attraction to the citizens as they 
face the need of a modern gym which could be used by the 
whole town for civic purposes. 

The report is about that Searsport would have to pay 
a great deal more for its schools if it joined the proposed 
District. However, it is most essential for us to look at 
future costs for schools before making a decision. The 
budget for next year calls for $71,000.00, an increase of 
almost $15,000.00. As pointed out above, Searsport will 
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need at least four more elementary classrooms and at least 
two more high school teachers and two rooms. In this 
period of 5 to 7 years, the appropriations for school main- 
tenance may easily rise to $90,000.00. 

Can Searsport afford to support a high school with 
a broad educational offering? 

A comparison of rising appropriations since 1950 is 
pertinent to this question:

An increase of 210%. 

Since it appears that Searsport will need four more 
elementary classrooms in about 7 years, together with four 
teachers and two more high school teachers, the budget 
request in time may easily be between $90,000.00 and 
$100,000.00. This does not include the cost to the town for 
additional construction. 


The figures above appear to point to the conclusion that 
it is well worthwhile to study the feasibility of entering 
a new Administrative District in some combination of 
towns. 

It is said by some that this increased state aid would 
lead to more control from the state government, but this 
is without foundation. The new Administrative District 
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would be under the control of a Board of Directors elected 
by the people in the district, and these directors would 
have the same control that school committees now have. 


CITIZENS’ COMMITTEE 


Several citizens have consented to serve on a Citizens’ 
Committee to help study and solve our school problems. The 
task is great and the conclusions and decisions far-reach- 
ing. These decisions will affect not only the lives of our 
boys and girls, but also the happiness and welfare of all 
who live in Searsport. 

It is hoped by the School Committee that members of 
the Citizens’ Committee can bring the ideas and thinking 
of their fellow citizens to the group and, in turn, take back 
the correct information and planning of the School Com- 
mittee. Citizens’ Committees have been very successful in 
many communities, and it is planned to have this Commit- 
tee serve continuously in this great ‘undertaking. 


CONVEYANCE 


Increased enrollment creates a greater need for trans- 
portation of pupils who live some distance from the schools. 
Three years ago, a new bus was purchased and it is now 
full to capacity and in danger of being overloaded. 

The Committee finds it necessary to request money for 
another town-owned bus. It is planned to purchase a 48 
passenger bus to take care of any overload on the Ashey 
route; and also to convey pupils on the routes of the 
Seekins bus. At any rate, some arrangement must be made, 
or we will open school next fall without sufficient space to 
convey pupils. If the town does not purchase another bus 
it will be necessary to add $1,000.00 to the appropriation 
to pay a private contractor for conveyance.

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MUSIC 


Antonio Palleria of Camden succeeded Mr. Walter 
Snow as Music Supervisor. He teaches vocal music and 
band instruments. During the year, the band has already 
performed in public and definite progress is being made 
in the development of a school band. 

Larger instruments, such as a bass drum and a bass 
horn are expensive and it is difficult for individuals to buy 
them. Therefore, an article has been placed in the Town 
Warrant asking the people to appropriate money for these 
instruments. This is customary in many towns where there 
is enthusiasm for a school band. 


FINANCIAL REPORT 


Comparative appropriations have already been given. 
The increase of nearly $15,000.00 is unusual and is occa- 
sioned by the following items:

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


A well rounded Public Health Nursing Program has 
been carried out in Searsport during 1957. This has been 
possible because of the interest of the citizens, the excellent 
cooperation of the Local Health Committee, the physician, 
the school personnel and the town officials. Without such 
cooperation it would have been impossible for the communi- 
ty to have received these services. 


In April, monthly Child Health Conferences were 
started. At the first two conferences, the emphasis was on 
polio vaccine for this age group. In the remaining con- 
ferences, polio vaccine was still offered, but the physical 
examination the triple serum, and smallpox vaccine were 
the outstanding service given. Approximately 100 children 
have attended these conferences. 


Through the School Health Program, all students have 
been offered polio vaccine. This had included the first, sec- 
ond, and third doses. About 250 pupils participated in this 
project. As this is the second year this program has been 
offered, it would seem that we might feel quite secure for 
the moment that the greater per cent of the school children 
are protected against this dread disease. Audiometer test- 
ing to find hearing defects were done in the sub-primary 
grade in the spring of 1957. In my opinion, there is a 
definite need for the purchase of an Audiometer, probably 
on a School Union basis. If this type of equipment is pro- 
cured, the teachers or members of the Health Committee 
could do a very satisfactory testing program. Defective 
hearing would be found early in a child’s school life and 
steps could be taken to correct or prevent further hearing 
loss. Defective hearing not only handicaps a child in ob- 
taining a formal education, but often the child receives 
a great deal of misinformation as a result of this handicap. 
This type of machine has been demonstrated to the School 
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Board in this School Union, but to my knowledge no definite 
steps have been taken to procure this equipment. 


The teachers have been very alert in observing and re- 
porting children with eye defects or other handicaps. 
Through the combined efforts of the teachers, local organ- 
izations interested in health problems and your Public 
Health Nurse, several of these conditions have been cor- 
rected. As always the responsibility for correction of de- 
fects rests first with the family, but failing this, Searsport 
is very fortunate to have local groups interested and willing 
to accept responsibility when a need is present. 


The State Sponsored Clinics have been available to the 
children who have had need for this type of service. All 
children are referred to these clinics through their family 
physician and the clinics are on appointment basis. 


Home visits have been made to families to carry out 
the educational part of the program and to assist families 
in making plans for corrective treatment. 


As your Public Health Nurse serves sixteen towns, 
which represents a population of approximately 10,000 
people, so much could not have been accomplished had it 
not been for the support and able assistance of all the peo- 
ple who have participated in the Public Health Nursing 
Program. I would like to express the great personal satis- 
faction | have felt in working with you.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


The general health of the community during 1957 has 
been good. The most prevalent reportable disease has been 
mumps—58 reported; measles, 2; chickenpox 4; scarletena 
1; scarlet fever, 1. Parents and teachers have been co- 
operative in making reports. 


Many children and adults were ill with a type of virus 
infection during the fall; but, to my knowledge, the diag- 
nosis of Asiatic influenza was not confirmed by laboratory 
findings in any instance. 


Your Health Officer attended four school clinics and 
six Child Health Conferences. Most school children received 
Salk vaccine. Although still comparatively new, the child 
who has received the three recommended doses can be prac- 
tically assured of freedom from an attack of paralytic polio. 
Who would allow his child to go unprotected, when vaccine 
is so readily available, and has demonstrated its effective- 
ness so dramatically? Young adults should also seek to be 
immunized, as private physicians can obtain the vaccine 
and are willing to give it, when requested. 


In cooperation with the State Division of Tuberculosis 
and the Four County Tuberculosis Association, an X-ray 
survey was held this summer. The response from industry 
was excellent, but most of the taxpayers missed out on an 
opportunity to receive some return for their money—only 
232 were X-rayed, and more than half of these were em- 
ployees of Northern Chemical Industries. 


A condition exists in our Searsport children which is 
common in many communities in this country—namely, 
dental care. Some towns, including Norway in our own 
State, have lessened this problem by adding fluorides to 
the drinking water. Taste of the water is not affected, but 
examination of teeth proves that there is less decay in 
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areas where fluorides are found in the water naturally, or 
have been added artificially. I believe our town should give 
some thought to this problem. 


Our town also needs to consider an adequate sewage 
and sewage disposal system. The present system could 
prove to be a great health hazard. 


Many nuisances have received the attention of your 
Health Officer this past year, some with satisfactory re- 
sults, and others unsatisfactory. 


Twice during the year, the Town Dump has been 
sprayed with poison to eliminate rodents. The town crew 
have pushed it back periodically, and have attempted to 
keep it as neat and sanitary as possible: They deserve com- 
mendation. 


Your Health Officer wishes publicly to thank all those 
who have worked toward improving the Town’s health this 
past year—Dr. Torrey, who conducts all Child Health Con- 
ferences and School Clinics; Mrs. Emma Creamer, Public 
Health Nurse, who gives our town much more service than 
we pay for; Mrs. Seaman, who continues to give dedicated 
service from her home; and all laymen, students, Boy 
Scouts, 4-H members and Town Officers who have given 
voluntary service. 


Health is our greatest possession. Each of us should 
guard his own, protect his neighbors, and work to improve 
that of his community.

CHAMBER OF COMMERCE

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SEWERAGE COMMITTEE REPORT 


At the last regular Town Meeting it was voted to 
authorize the Selectmen to appoint a committee of five to 
work in conjunction with the Selectmen and the Town 
Manager, to investigate the problem of adequate sewerage 
disposal for the Town of Searsport. 


The Committee appointed by the Selectmen were the 
following: James Duncan, Cecil Card, Lloyd Rainey, Marie 
Knowles, and Charles Knox. 


| We had several meetings and discussed this problem. 
We had a member of the Water Improvement Commission 
present at our last meeting, and he informed us that we 
should start with a sewerage survey. We contacted the 
frm of Whitman & Howard of Boston, Consulting En- 
gineers. A representative came, talked with the Town 
Manager. Two alternative plans were presented. 


The first plan will involve sewering only the built-up 
center of the town. 


The second plan will involve sewering an area which 
might logically fall into a sewer district from near 
Knyvetta Hall, Searsport Harbor, east through the town 
to a high point on Route +1 near the residence of J. Wesley 
Pyle, and from the shore to about 5000 feet north of shore. 


Having this survey made is simply the preliminary 
step, and a necessity, before we can actually start work on 
a suitable disposal system. With this set of plans we can 
set up a long range program whereby we can build short 
sections at a time, thereby spending a small amount of 
money each year. 


Each year, with increased building, our present 
sewerage system gets to be more of a problem. Some situa- 
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tions that prevail in town are outright ridiculous. Each 
year we receive more and more complaints from citizens 
that live near these open sewers and something has to be 
done. 


With this new survey each of the most severe situa- 
tions can be taken care of.

The. following is a report of white pine blister rust 
control performed in your town in 1957. 


The program in the State of Maine is conducted by the 
U. S. Forest Service, Maine Forest Service, towns, cities 
and individuals cooperating. The disease occurs alternately 
on white pine and ribes, and is transmitted by wind-borne 
spores from one host to another. Control is established by 
destroying currant and goosederry bushes, called ribes, 
{vom pine areas and limited protection borders. This is 
done by hand eradication and the use of chemicals. 2, 4, 
5-T’, a selective weed killer, was used. 


Our records show that Searsport has 708 acres of 
white pine, which necessitates the removal of ribes from 
1,978 acres to secure protection. 


The town appropriated $400.00, and during the con- 
trol season 4,883 ribes were destroyed on 1,978 acres, at 
a cost of $760.10 (Town $380.05, State $380.05). We are 
pleased to report that all work is completed that is neces- 
sary at this time, and that the entire control area is on a 
maintenance basis. No further control will be needed for 
Several years, depending on the recurrence of ribes. Peri- 
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odic examinations will be made to ascertain conditions. 


Recommendations will be made as further control is 
needed. 


Thank you for your good cooperation in combatting 
the disease.

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REPORT OF AUDITOR

In accordance with your request we have made a limited 
general post audit of the accounting records of the Town 
of Searsport, Maine for the year ended January 31, 1958. 
Our examination and accompanying report was based upon 
the audit procedures recommended by The National Com- 
mittee on Governmental Accounting and our understanding 
of the prescribed standards intended by Chapter 405, Sec- 
tion 26, of the 1957 Public Laws of Maine. 

We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits 
and supporting schedules, together with such qualifications, 
analysis and recommendations necessary to develop the 
purpose of a municipal audit.

Based upon our examination and subject to the fore- 
going, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accom- 
panying report properly presents the financial condition of 
the Town of Searsport, Maine as at January 31, 1958 and 
the results of its operations for the year then ended, in ac- 
cordance with generally accepted methods of municipal 
accounting.

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COMMENTS 


The fiscal year’s operations in the general fund resulted 
in an addition to the unappropriated surplus of $14,891.55 
and the retirement of the last $4,000.00 in a serial bond 
issue. The appropriation by the voters of $20,570.00 from 
the beginning surplus, for general fund purposes in lieu of 
tax levy, was in excess of these gains. In addition, $5,000.00 
was transferred, by vote of the town, from unappropriated 
surplus to the capital reserve fund for the World War I 
and II Memorial School and Gymnasium together with 
52,000.00 to create a new capital reserve fund for fire de- 
partment equipment. The combined result was a decrease 
of $8,678.45 in unappropriated surplus. 


The cash position declined to a balance of only $16,966.92 
which is somewhat inadequate and can cause an increase 
in the cost of tax anticipation loans in the ensuing year. 
The cause of less cash on hand is the extent of uncollected 
taxes (one large item being outstanding) and the inevitable 
result. of substantial appropriation from surplus. It was a 
requirement that capital reserve funds had to be with- 
drawn from the general fund checking account and be 
properly invested. It was observed that the cash balance, 
after deduction of the authorized expenditures is much 
less than the unappropriated surplus. 


A new cash account appearing in your records reflects 
the fees collected by the town clerk whose duties as such, 
together with other designated duties, are paid for through 
a regular salary; the fees thus enure to the town. The 
separate checking account is consistent with maintaining a 
strong system of internal control over such accounts. The 
balance at year end closing is entirely town funds, such 
portion of the collections due to the State of Maine having 
been transmitted. All cash on hand, counted at the date of 
our examination, was reconciled with the records of receipts 
collected subsequent to year end closing. 
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TRUST FUNDS 


The current year is the first full year of operation under 
the Agency Trust agreement plan. The net income for the 
year became 2.91% of the principal despite 3314% of the 
principal being invested in U. S. Savings Bonds earning 
only 214%. The income has absorbed the cost of care and 
management exclusive of audit and any items pertaining to 
disbursement of the income after its receipt by the town. 
The aforesaid 2.91% is thus the amount available for the 
purposes of the Trust. In the accounting, gains or loss to 
principal caused by change of investment have not been 
actually allocated to each and every fund since the amount 
involved can change each and every year resulting in ex- 
tremely awkward fractions and needless loss of time. Until 
such gain or loss become substantial it is considered advis- 
able to absorb the changes in one account termed “inven- 
tory” allocatable to each principal. In the accounting credit 
has been taken for interest that had been earned but tem- 
porarily used in the purchase of bonds that included accrued 
interest in the purchase price. ; 


The fence on three sides of Evergreen Cemetery has been 
replaced, sufficient income having accrued to defray the 
cost as properly authorized under the conditions of trust. 


The complex nature of the various trust fund resources 
has diminished leaving the following unfinished items. 


U.S. Savings Bond D2492893G, in the amount of $500.00 
maturing in 1959 was purchased from unused income 
earned by the Charles and Ida Adams fund and is presently 
held by the Agency Trustee and managed as if principal. 


Time deposit #3871, used primarily in order that accu- 
mulated income shall earn interest, actually includes $75.33 
of principal belonging to the Henrietta Nichols fund; this 
should be withdrawn and added to the balance of this fund 
already in the hands of the Agency Trustee. 
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FORECLOSED TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 


The result of extensive search of records is shown on 
Schedule A-6. The effort to return property to taxable 
status has been successful under difficult circumstances be- 
cause the foreclosure of the liens occurred long before the 
present administration was in office. It is likely that equity 
now valued at $220.97 may have to be abandoned by reason 
of inaccurate records of former ownership and other rea- 
sons, a2 not unusual condition in many towns. In addition, 
property of value for specific municipal use may be with- 
drawn from contemplated sale but such authority has not 
become official. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS 


Although the departmental operations resulted in a total 
of $8,011.71 in unexpended balances compared with over- 
drafts of $3,339.16, there are several items that merit con- 
sideration. Included in the unexpended items was $2,450.00 
for the tax appraisal, not found to be strictly encumbered 
but an obvious need if the purpose is to be complete, hence 
the saving is in a sense not wholly realistic. The appro- 
priation for civil defense was from surplus and was re- 
turned thereto; it is an account that merits a vote to con- 
tinue the balance forward each year until the need of such 
an account becomes active. Another unused appropriation 
was $150.00 for the siren at North Searsport. The power 
grader operation is a new account with the earnings lapsed 
to surplus; this balance should be reappropriated and voted 
to become a continuing account on the same basis as the 
tractor and grader account. One substantial saving was 
$2,447.92 in the snow removal costs which is realistic and 
is exclusive of inventory value of unused salt and sand 
stockpile. 

An overdraft of $837.17 in State Aid Construction is not 
charged to surplus because it has been accepted as expended 
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in anticipation of 1958 funds; it will involve less cash out- 
lay although the tax levy will be the usual amount. 

The item outstanding in the overdrafts was for insur- 
ance, authorized by the municipal officers, but clearly be- 
yond the terms of the voted appropriation. The coverage 
was by five year policies, one to expire each year, thus an 
increase in coverage to equal replacement cost would not 
only add to the premium to renew the policy coming due, 
but would require adjustment of the prior years unexpired 
policies; it was this factor which caused the overdraft to 
be so large and was possibly overlooked in the budget 
recommendation. One viewpoint would be that the expendi- 
tures represent a larger prepayment, an item that is an 
asset in commercial accounting, instead of a complete over- 
draft. In any event the yearly maturity of one five year 
policy is not as modern as it used to be. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Items of office procedure, accounting practices and minor 
administrative matters have, as customary, been discussed 
with the administration. The requirement that an audit 
report contain suggestions for improving the financial ad- 
ministration is subject to the limitations of time and cost, 
therefore, the subjects herein presented are intended for 
consideration and not a conclusion following an exhaustive 
study. 

The appropriation accounts can be divided between the 
recurrent services and necessities in one classification and 
capital or special project items in another. The services 
which the voters desire should be quite well expressed at 
town meeting. 

In the capital items, especially incident to a growing 
town, the fiscal year should not be an obstacle to good plan- 
ning. Money appropriated at annual meeting for a hastily 
developed plan can be wastefully expended. If it is felt 
that the project must be finished within the fiscal year or 
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else the unexpended funds will return to surplus there is a 
temptation to expend the entire appropriation. In the ab- 
sence of adequate cost estimates the appropriation may be 
overdrawn with attendant criticism. It would seem appro- 
priate, therefore, that capital items not only merit long 
range planning from the engineering viewpoint but also 
merit a sound plan of financing free from fiscal year limi- 
tations. 

It should be obvious that machine methods of accounting 
will eventually tend to replace hand methods. Although it 
may be between five and ten years distant in your town, 
it would seem advisable that any new office equipment pur- 
chased in the meantime should fit into a long range plan 
and not become a partially obsolete item. 

An important item already recognized to be a need is the 
sewer disposal system, something much too important for 
patchwork finance. After the comprehensive plan is on file 
the financing should be flexible and adequate to complete 
segments under favorable weather conditions and without 
loss of unexpended funds. An appropriation in round fig- 
ures without knowledge of how far it will extend should 
not leave a segment partly finished and useless or force the 
administration to use unauthorized funds for completion. 


It is suggested that early action be started to dispose of 
or plan to use in the most advantageous manner the newly 
acquired properties subject to foreclosed tax mortgage 
liens. The circumstances are now fresh in mind. 

The steady rise in municipal costs and expected services 
means that a temporary decrease in tax levies is a sure 
indication (in the absence of unexpected new valuation) of 
a future sharp increase. One way to lessen the confusion 
over a fluctuating tax rate is, after gaining a reasonable 
cash position, to transfer the gains of a favorable year to 
a capital or credit reserves and continue on with as steady 
a tax rate as possible. With a careful budget not all years 
should gain needlessly. The object is to avoid the combina- 
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tion of a year of heavy appropriation from surplus with 
unfavorable operating conditions that result in a loss, that 
is immediately followed by a year that reflects the normal 
increase in operating needs plus substantial and immediate 
capital needs without an available reserve. This combina- 
tion gives no opportunity to regain the lost cash position.

The 
law neither requires nor authorizes clerks to collect dog 
taxes but it does provide mechanics for municipal officers 
to follow in setting in motion delinquent collection pro- 
cedure. 


Assessors of taxes include in their inventories lists of 
all dogs 6 months old or over owned or kept by any inhabi- 
tants on the first day of April, and make returns to the 
clerks of their respective cities and towns and to the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture.

It follows that 
the town will need 17 classrooms for elementary grades. 


CLASSROOM ENROLLMENT—FALL OF 1959 
A SERIOUS SITUATION 


The school committee has adopted the following plan 
as a temporary arrangement while citizens decide on a long- 
time plan for adequate housing and better educational 
facilities. 

1. The division of grade one now in the basement 
classroom in the Primary Building will be moved to the 
main floor of that building. 

2. The divided grade (2-3) will be moved to the Gram- 
mar School. 

3. ‘This means that grade six will have to be trans- 
ferred to the High School building, and this will cramp the 
High School schedule. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL PROBLEM 


The swell in lower grade enrollment will not seriously 
affect the High School until 1964. In the meantime, the 
High School] has had to surrender two classrooms to lower 
grade needs and this has affected the program. 

In the light of modern national standards and the needs 
of ALL the pupils, the curriculum is lacking in the follow- 
ing respects: 

1. A schedule that permits the principal to give all 
his time to administration and supervision. 

2. A Guidance Director to help students make the 
most of their abilities and plan their future. 

3. Courses in Home Economics and Vocational Train- 
ing. 

4. A Physical Education program that will benefit all 
the pupils. 
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WHAT CAN SEARSPORT DO ABOUT THESE 
PROBLEMS? 


Any plan to add a room here and there as a convenient 
solution to housing needs would be educationally unsound 
and money wasted. 

There are two possible courses of action: 

1. Join the proposed Administrative District with 
seven other nearby towns. 


What 1s a School Administrative District ? 


It is nothing more than a group of towns, close to- 
gether geographically, joining together to operate, coopera- 
tively a school system which will be better because it is 
large enough to make efficient use of its facilities. It will 
be a better public school system than any town could afford 
to run by itself. 

In other words, for school purposes, town lines will be 
disregarded. This will provide a greater uniformity of 
school tax rates among districts and more effective use of 
tax money for public schools. Furthermore, the State, under 
the Sinclair Act, now gives such School Administrative Dis- 
tricts more financial help for schools (both operational and 
building) than it will give towns operating small inefficient 
schools by themselves. 


How is Such a District Organized? 


At the top of the school system there will be a superin- 
tending school committee (called Directors) just as a town 
now has, with members elected by taxpayers. The only 
difference will be that as a School Administrative District, 
the committee will consist of members from the different 
towns in the District, instead of all from one town. Each 
town will elect its representatives to this committee, as it 
already does for its town school committee. 

At present, all citizens of a town vote their school 
budget at town meetings. With a School Administrative 
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District, a special town meeting with voters from all the 
towns in the District eligible to attend, will vote on the 
District’s budget. The District’s budget will then be appor- 
tioned among the towns according to the valuation of each, 
and after State money is subtracted. 

Otherwise, the District School Committee will run the 
school system much as your town committee runs yours now 
—hiring administrators and teachers and otherwise making 
the best use of its facilities. 

The survey of the proposed Administrative District 
sets forth the following arrangements for Searsport: 

Grades 10-11-12 would be moved to a consolidated 
Senior High School. 

The present high school building would serve as a 
Junior High School for grades 7-8-9 for Searsport and 
Stockton Springs. 

An elementary building of eight rooms and an all- 
purpose room. ‘The all-purpose room could serve as an 
auditorium, a cafeteria, and for Physical Education. 


A Second Course of Action 


Searsport can continue as an independent unit and 
bear all the cost. 

How much building and what additional cost will this 
course of action demand? 

This depends on what Searsport citizens want for an 
educational system. We assume they want a system as good 
as people have in any town. We are confident that parents 
of Searsport want their children to have an education equal 
to that of boys and girls anywhere in the United States. 

Therefore the town will plan to build a new elementary 
building, construct a gymnasium, broaden the high school 
program, equipping the rooms for Home Economics and 
Industrial Arts. | 

Estimates in the survey of the proposed District show 
that it will cost about the same to go on alone as it would 
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to join the District. However, the more we study these 
needs and costs, the more it appears that it will cost more 
to maintain our own system. 

In the interests of the younger generation some course 
of action is imperative. 

The school committee has voted to join other towns in 
making application for approval of the proposed Admin- 
istrative District. This action does not obligate the town, 
but it does make it possible to bring the matter before the 
people in a Special Town Meeting. 

More children need more classrooms, more teachers, 
more books and supplies—there is no escaping increased 
costs for education. 

It is essential that the citizens adopt a longtime plan 
during the weeks that immediately follow.

This schedule will go into effect in the fall of 1960-61. 
For the year 1959-60 teachers will be raised to the 
amount necessary to bring them in line with the State 
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Minimum Wage Law. If a teacher is already receiving this 
amount, no raise will be made. 

Beginning in 1960-61, teachers will be raised 5200.00 
a year until the correct position is reached in the new 
schedule. Thereafter, the schedule calls for a raise of 
$100.00 a year until the maximum is reached. 

New beginning teachers with degrees will start with 
the new schedule. Experienced teachers new to the system 
will be placed in the schedule plan the same as local experi- 
enced teachers. 

Salaries of principals will be fixed by the school com- 
mittee. 

Sick leave: a total of 15 days, not cumulative. New 
teachers will acquire 114 days a month until the 15 days. 

The average salary for elementary teachers is 
$3,700.00; and for high school teachers, $4,150.00. This 
compares favorably with other towns of the same size and 
ability to pay. 


Fire Prevention 


The Chicago fire naturally made everyone fire-preven- 
tion conscious, and public buildings everywhere have been 
inspected. 

The local fire chief and the school committee have 
examined all school buildings and the following changes 
were recommended by the fire chief. 


Grammar School 


Two more fire escapes, one on either end of the build- 
ing. The older fire escape has been made more accessible; 
and there are now three fire escapes for this building. 
Master switch for furnace placed in more convenient 
place. ts 
Two more fire extinguishers. 

Electric bell for both drills and actual fire. 
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Automatic warning horn for basement area. 
Most of these improvements have been made. 


Primary Building 


A master switch for the heater. 

Another fire extinguisher. 

Two 50-foot water hoses: one for basement area and 
one for main floor. 

A new and stronger electric entrance box. 

Last summer another door was installed, leading from 
the first floor directly outdoors. This change provides for 
two exits from the main floor. 


High School 


The inspectors appeared satisfied that this building 
needed no additional devices for fire prevention. 

An automatic water sprinkler system would give more 
protection, especially when the building is unoccupied. 
However, this would be very expensive. 

It appears that everything possible has been done to 
make these buildings safe for children. 

Regular fire drills are required in each school building 
and principles are directed to make revorts about these 
drills.

OBSERVATIONS AND CONCLUSIONS 


The limits to our public support of education lie less in 
our pocketbooks than in our hearts and minds. The Ameri- 
can people have the will to allot more of their growing  in- 
come to educating their children and less to frivolities, in- 
dulgencies and luxuries. 

Education is a powerful weapon that spells the differ- 
ence between being the world’s first-rate power and the 
world’s second-rate power, scientifically and militarily. 
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Bold and forthright measures are required. Piecemeal 
approaches will not do the job. 

Until we raise the salaries of teachers to a level that 
compares favorably with the salaries paid talented persons 
in other areas, we cannot hope to provide able and com- 
petent teachers for all our children. 

The problem of inadequate and overcrowded classrooms 
is nationwide, from small city to big metropolis. 

It is estimated that education costs will double in the 
next ten years. 7 

In conclusion, the school committee joins me in thank- 
ing civic groups and indivduals who have aided our schools 
during the past year. In particular, we are grateful to 
teachers, janitors and bus drivers for faithful service.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of 
Searsport: 


The citizens of Searsport are faced with some impor- 
tant decisions in reference to our schools. The state ap- 
proval and accreditation law becomes effective July 1, 1960. 
As far as the approval part of the law goes, our school will 
be able to meet that requirement without too much trouble, 
but as far as the accreditation part of the law goes we are 
aefinitely lacking in the curriculum. A careful study reveals 
that our present program is not broad enough to meet the 
needs of the community. Our school plant would also need 
to be increased in size in order to have the facilities to 
expand the curriculum to meet the accreditation require- 
ments. There are solutions being discussed such as area 
schools, a new school within your own town, or increases 
to the present school, and the sooner one of them becomes 
a realization for the town, the sooner you will have the 
school that meets the needs of the community. 


OVERLOADED STAFF 


Our present staff is well qualified but many of their 
classes are of the maximum size and in a few cases a little 
over. 

Mrs. McCaslin still has her 7 period load for a 7 period 
schedule, teaching general business, shorthand I and II, 
bookkeeping, typing I and II for commercial students and 
typing I for general students. 

Mr. Mortland teaches all four classes in English and a 
foreign language, Latin. 

Mr. Lapointe handles a variety of subjects; namely, 
problems of democracy, world history, general science, 
French and driver education. 
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Mr. Jabar, a new member of our high school staff this 
year, is teaching American history, civics, algebra I, gen- 
eral math, biology, and has the added duty of coaching 
all of the sports. 

My own teaching load consists of physics, plane geom- 
etry, algebra II, and advanced math. No teacher has a spare 
period, as when they do not have a class they supervise 
study halls. 

Last year I was able to have one free period for guid- 
ance and administration. Because of our increased numbers, 
I must now take a study hall. This has reduced the amount 
of guidance work that is possible for me to do. 

Our present enrollment has moved to 110) in the high 
school and 89 in the junior high school, which accounts 
for the increased load that each teacher now has that he 
did not have two years ago. 

Mrs. Lapointe was added to the junior high staff this 
year to alleviate the crowded conditions there. This has 
been a big improvement in our junior high set-up as they 
have been able to departmentalize their material and there- 
by do a more effective teaching job than has been possible 
in the past. 

The major steps now necessary in order to make our 
school program more effective for the community are the 
same as I spoke of in the report made the first year I was 
here; that the industrial arts and home economics depart- 
ments are a must. 


SCHOOL ACTIVITIES 


Our extra-curricular program has not changed much in 
what we are able to do considering the time that our present 
staff has for these activities, but they have made themselves 
known all the way along. 

Mr. Mortland, with the able assistance of Mr. La- 
pointe, has done an outstanding job with one-act plays and 
speaking contests. Last year Searsport won the League 
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Interscholastic Speaking Contest and sent contestants to 
the University of Maine Speaking Contest. One individual 
placed in the superior class and one in the excellent class. 
In the one-act plays the opponents have realized that the 
competition is very keen. Mr. Mortland entered a one-act 
play in the State Contest for the first time in Searsport’s 
history and received many commendations from the judges. 
The other schools in this activity have had much more ex- 
perience than we have. Mr. Mortland should be congratu- 
lated for the direction of the fine senior play presented this 
fall. It was by far the best in drama that. I have ever ex- 
perienced in high school. The months of April and May are 
due to bring about more and better one-act plays and pub- 
lic speaking. 

The music program has continued to progress rapidly 
under the direction of Antonio Palleria. The band is now 
making public appearances and when presented at the 
County Teachers’ Convention, it was a real credit to the 
school. Mr. Palleria had a fine operetta last spring and is 
scheduling another one for May of this year. 

The athletic program has been active as usual. The 
boys’ record for this season does not reflect the real good 
that was received from it. The team is very young and in- 
perienced, All of the squad has received much experience 
for future years which will be shown before some of our 
present Freshmen and Sophomores graduate. The girls con- 
tinue to have an outstanding team; however, they fell short 
two games of the last year’s record. The Junior high team is 
gaining more experience than in the past as they are in 
a 6-team league this year playing a full schedule. 

Mr. Jabar’s time, patience, and attitude is sure to be 
reflected in future years in this department. His efforts 
are greatly appreciated. 


STUDENTS ENTERING COLLEGE 


We have several students going on to school out of the 
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present class which will graduate in June. Two students 
have made application for the University of Maine, two 
for Aroostook State Teachers’ College, and one for 
Sargeants, the Physical Education School of Boston Uni- 
versity. We have others with plans which have not fully 
materialized yet. 

In closing I would like to express my appreciation for 
the cooperation I have received. As you have school prob- 
lems, please feel free to consult me at any time. 

It is only by concentrated effort, cooperation, interest 
and support by all that your schools can be kept abreast of 
the times and assist your youth in making their place in 
the future.

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PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING SERVICE 


Since we are now living in “The Jet Age” with it’s 
fast moving pace, the Public Health Nursing Program is 
changing to meet the health needs of the communities. 
Even with all our speed, people now have a longer span of 
life which in itself presents a problem. Also because of the 
mobility of the people of the world, we are faced with new 
infections. Perhaps the best and most recent example of 
this is the so called “Asian Flu” against which we had so 
little resistance last year. 

Cancer, heart disease, alcoholism and good mental 
health are a few of the health programs that are sharing 
the limelight at the present time. The fairly new State 
Program in Alcoholism is growing very rapidly with new 
treatment centers being established in many areas through- 
out the state. Frequent Cardiac Clinics are held in Portland 
and Bangor. An increasing number of children are seen in 
these clinics each year. The Mental Health Program is 
handicapped because of lack of qualified workers and the 
ever increasing demand for service in this field. 

Because our population is increasing in rate, the per- 
centage of mentally retarded children is increasing. To add 
to this factor, the assistance science has given in reducing 
the infant mortality rate has also increased the number of 
children in this group. One State Clinic is established and 
functioning for the treatment and care of these children in 
the pre-school age group. 


There are still more services for children. Those need- 
ing physical evaluation and diagnosis can go to Pediatric 
Clinic. Still others, with any type of crippling condition, can 
receive help through the Services for Crippled Children. 

With the advent of the polio vaccine, clinics were estab- 
lished to protect. the children in all the communities includ- 
ing your town. 
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Child Health Conferences have continued to be held 
and the infant and pre-school children have had an oppor- 
tunity to have physical examinations and inoculations to 
protect them from diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, 
polio, and smallpox. Eight conferences have been held and 
over 100 children have participated in this program. 

Consultation service has been given to the school teach- 
ers, problem cases discussed and home visits have been made 
where they were indicated. One of the major needs in this 
program, as I see it, is the purchase of an Audiometer by a 
School Union or group of towns, so the hearing of each 
child may be individually tested. Through this type of test 
it can be readily learned the tone areas in which a child 
has difficulty in hearing and often a correction of the diffi- 
culty can be made. This type of informaton is of great 
value to the teacher and most of all to the child who may 
be developing hearing loss. Four school Clinics were held, 
first the Schick test to determine immunity to diphtheria 
was done, then serum for protection against diphtheria, 
whooping cough, tetanus, smallpox and polio was given. 
354 children took part in this program. 

Other programs are the Control of Communicable 
Diseases, the Tuberculosis Control Program, Speech 
Therapy, and consultations with the State Nutritionist. We 
also cooperate with private organizations such as the Four 
County Tuberculosis Association, Sweetser Children’s Home, 
etc., as well as all State Institutions and their clinics. Find- 
ing local and state resources to help solve the many prob- 
lems is a tremendous and fascinating challenge and re- 
sponsibility which your Public Health Nurse is ready to 
share with you. 

As you can readily see, such a program could not be 
carried out. by your Public Health Nurse were it not for 
the cooperation of the many people in your community. The 
local physician, the school personnel, the town officials, the 
local health officer, and the local Health Councils or Com- 
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mittees have shared in your health program. The Service 
Clubs in Searsport have helped in financing corrections of 
physical defects and in furnishing transportation to clinics 
and doctors. My sincere thanks to all in the community 
who have given of their time and effort that Searsport could 
participate in the Public Health N ursing Program.

These repairs cover conditions from cellar to roof. 


The chief, routine, yearly expenses for lights, oil, jan- 
itor service and librarian’s pay total approximately 
$1,000.00; library supplies and other essentials are not in- 
cluded in this sum. 


With the appropriation requested, plus the interest 
from the invested funds, the dues collected by the Associa- 
tion, and money to be raised from planned projects, we be- 
lieve we can accomplish what we have planned. 


It may not be generally known that when the Carver 
Memorial Library was presented to the town, the town 
authorized the Carver Memorial Association to assume the 
responsibility of running the Library, money to be appro- 
priated yearly by the town for its support. 


This seems to be the opportunity to thank Mr. Halton 
Smith, Mr. Cecil Card and Mr. Harvey Brock for their 
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generous donations; Mr. Richard Crosby for the time de- 
voted to solving the lighting problem; and Mr. George 
Murray and his crew of fair High School boys for their 
help. 


Due appreciation is accorded to Mrs. Wesley Pyle for 
the hours she gives every Tuesday to take care of the bus 
pupils who otherwise would not have access to the Library; 
and to Miss Mary Goodrich of the Maine State Library for 
her valuable assistance.

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Zo the Citizens of Searsport: 


Growing pains are real, whether they are experienced 
by a child, or a community. But in growth there is also 
strength. Your town is growing; witness the new develop- 
ment in the industrial area, the improved docking facilities 
on our shores, the existence and activity of a Port Improve- 
ment Committee, new homes and new faces in our midst. 
Prospective industries, though not large are at this moment 
looking toward Searsport as a probable location area. 


While we heartily welcome growth and expansion, it 
also brings to your community and to your elected officials 
daily problems of no small magnitude. More municipai 
services are asked and expected. Our School Committee is 
valiantly struggling to meet the pressing needs of a rapid- 
ly expanding pupil growth. They spend many hours in 
search of solutions to this growing problem, all the while 
keeping in mind the assessed dollar cost to the taxpayer. We 
surely owe them a vote of thanks. They are also trying in 
every way, with the able help of the Citizens Committee, to 
bring before the townspeople the pros and cons of the Area 
School development picture.

We are sorry to report that some paid their 1958 taxes 
under protest. They reserved their right for further hear- 
ings. However, the Board of Assessors feel that in the 
present year we should come pretty close to adjusting all 
taxable properties and differences, 


The Board of Selectmen and the Board of Assessors 
and Town Manager sincerely appreciate the patience and 
understanding, and the confidence of the majority of our 
townspeople as they stood with us through these trying 
hours of growth and change. To us a taxpayer is an im- 
portant individual. We are not doing him a favor by Serving 
him—he is doing us a favor by giving us an opportunity 
to serve him. There is much to be done in our community 
growth. Let us pull together and we can do the job.

REPORT OF AUDITOR 
February 6, 1959

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with your request we have made a 
limited general post audit of the accounting records of the 
Town of Searsport, Maine for the year ended January 31, 
1959. Our examination and accompanying report was based 
upon the audit procedures recommended by The National 
Committee on Governmental Accounting and our under- 
standing of the prescribed standards intended by Chapter 
405, Section 26, of the 1957 Public Laws of Maine. 

We herewith submit. our report consisting of exhibits 
and supporting schedules, together with such qualifications, 
analysis and recommendations necessary to develop the pur- 
pose of a municipal audit. 


CERTIFICATE 

Based upon our examination and subject to the fore- 
going, we hereby certify that, in our opinion, the accom- 
panying report properly presents the financial condition of 
the Town of Searsport, Maine as at January 31, 1959 and 
the results of its operations for the year then ended, in 
accordance with generally accepted methods of municipal 
accounting.

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COMMENTS 


The financial operations for the year together with the 
attendant changes in the balance sheet present an unusual 
number of interesting characteristics. The most prominent 
change is the exceptional gain in unappropriated surplus, 
however, the practical value of this gain needs a careful 
analysis. 


An overdraft that is carried forward, instead of 
diminishing the surplus, has the same balance sheet effect 
as an asset of future money value. This is correct and true 
When such an overdraft is caused by the temporary use of 
town funds which will be reimbursed from outside sources. 
There is another type of overdraft in which the asset value 
of the present is nothing more nor less than an unavoidable 
addition to the future tax rate. Your balance sheet includes, 
in the unapproproiated surplus, two items totaling $7,621.28 
that are in this category. 

The purchase of a school bus costing $5,100.00 was 
properly authorized by the voters but. an attendent pro- 
vision for financing was not included. There is no alterna- 
tive but. to carry this overdraft forward Since school funds 
in this category cannot be lapsed. For all practical pur- 
poses, therefore, a portion of your unappropriated surplus 
is in the form of a school bus which is certainly not in- 
tended for sale or liquidation. 


The vote of the town to carry forward the balance for 
snow removal has considerable merit. The purpose appar- 
ently is to absorb the wide fluctuations that occur from 
year to year. In 1957-58 the costs of only $2,703.83 resulted 
in an unexpended balance of $2,447.92. In the current year 
the voted tax levy was cut down $1,750.00 and the costs 
became $3,219.20 greater, hence the year ended with an 
overdraft of $2,521.28, which, by vote of the town, cannot, 
be charged to surplus despite the absence of any salvage 
value. 
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TOWN CLERK’S FEES 


The cash transactions in this department employ the 
use of a separate checking account solely for the purpose 
of subsiduary (accounting procedures) control. The fees 
are part of the general town funds and the balance is a 
part of the total cash shown on the balance sheet, the de- 
tails of where found, being set forth on Schedule A-1. The 
manner in which it was voted to appropriate $435.00 from 
this account (which was actually closed to surplus) may 
indicate a belief that it is a separate entity outside of the 
general town functions, which is not true. The intent to 
credit the town officers salaries with additional revenue has 
been carried out as if it had been an appropriation from 
surplus. 


CASH BALANCE 


The increase in cash on hand was a partial recovery 
from the weak position created by the heavy appropriations 
from surplus in prior years. Two substantial items of un- 
collected taxes, one for the year 1957 and another for 1958, 
in total $15,346.50, has held down what otherwise would 
have been a more normal rate of recovery. The actual bal- 
ance represents little more than one-tenth of the total ex- 
penditures for a year. It was observed that in 1956-57, with 
a cash balance of $44,125.22 to start with, tax anticipation 
borrowing was not required; by contrast, in the last two 
years costs of $385.18 and $849.26 have been incurred for 
interest on such borrowing, however, other factors added 
to the 1958-59 cost. 


FORECLOSED TAX MORTGAGE LIENS 


There was some slight progress made in the liquidation 
of these properties, eight of the items being disposed of 
with only four new ones added. A certain amount of loss 
can be expected in a few instances but gains are an even 
stronger possibility in others. 
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CAPITAL RESERVES INVESTED 


The substantial additions to the Memorial Gymnasium 
fund in recent years is also paying dividends by reason of 
interest earnings, as set forth on Schedule A-9. An addi- 
tional $5,000.00 of principal invested late in the year will 
increase the 1959-60 earnings accordingly. 


UNAPPROPRIATED SURPLUS 


In plain unglamorous terms the unappropriated surplus 
is the difference between what you have and what you owe 
others. The financial condition and a part of the operating 
efficiency depends on a reasonable relation between the two. 
The towns in poor financia] condition are those who appro- 
priate all anticipated revenue before receiving it and who 
take no action to replenish the treasury following large and 
unexpected overdrafts that could not be foreseen. Other 
towns gradually build up to a fair surplus and then vote it 
all away in one year. Still other towns have more surplus 
than needed. 


Those towns in a sound, stable and efficient position 
plan to operate at a profit each year by not appropriating 
the anticipated revenue, by raising enough each year and 
by spending prudently. It is after the year has closed that 
a careful appraisal is made of al] circumstances and only 
then is it decided how much can Sensibly be taken from the 
prior years gains to reduce the tax rate in the new year. 
In this manner of operating an unexpected loss can be 
absorbed without the trouble experienced by a town already 
weak or in debt, also a recovery from such a loss can safely 
be spread out instead of the town being faced with emer- 
gency action. 

The figures alone that represent the amount of the 
unappropriated surplus can be deceptive, because it is in- 
evitable that a varying portion is frozen at all times in the 
form of tax and other receivables. The cash balance is, 
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therefore, a most. important consideration in deciding how 
much of the surplus is available. 


Your town seems to have the proper working founda- 
tions and policies to create the ideal financial conditions 
with the possible exception of a lack of experience in dealing 
with a surplus. It may be that in the prior policy in appro- 
priating therefrom, the temporary effect on the tax rate 
Was given more consideration than the effect on the bank 
account. 


Apparently there needs to be a conference and de- 
cision over what constitutes a reasonable cash balance at 
year end. When arrived at the amount can then be used as 
one medium of measurement in determining what, based on 
sound business principles, can prudently be appropriated 
from surplus. From this point variations can be made de- 
pending on the anticipated rate of liquidation of receivables. 
In a corresponding manner there should be some figure in 
mind as to what amount of unappropriated surplus is mini- 
mum necessity; when both of the above are established and 
the two become approximately equal to your balance sheet, 
then the gains of the preceding year, when actually realized, 
are a reasonably safe guide as to what portion can be set 
aside for reserves or used to reduce the tax rate. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is suggested— 


That the cost of tax anticipation borrowing can be re- 
duced by completion of the tax commitment early in June. 
The interest cost is also less when borrowing is prearranged 
to be in as small as possible installments instead of one or 
two large sums. An interesting alternative sometimes pos- 
sible is the long term (but less than one year) method with 
a low interest rate, offset by temporary investment of un- 
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needed cash that returns nearly as much as the cost of 
borrowing. 


That consideration be given to the municipal schedule 


type of fidelity bonds, instead of Separate bonds being pur- 
chased for each individual covered.

To the School Committee, Parents and Citizens: 


Following is the annual report for the public schools of the 
Town of Searsport.

There are 8 tuition pupils enrolled in the High School; two 
tuition students from Searsport are attending Crosby High in Bel- 
fast. One of the students attending Crosby High is taking Home 
Economics which is not offered in Searsport; and the other is attend- 


ing because it costs less to pay tuition than to improve a road for 
bus travel. 
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These observations about enrolment may be made: 


1. The decrease in the size of the Subprimary class last fall 
may be due to strikes in Searsport and the moving away by some 
families. It is expected that the Subprimary will again be 50 or 55 
pupils next fall. 


2. The number in an elementary grade, as it moves on from 
year to year, remains about the same with a tendency for each 
grade to gain in numbers. The shaded areas on the chart will illus- 
trate this point. 


3. As a rule there are several repeaters in Grades 8 and 9. 


4, The overall increase during the last five years is about 
27%. Normally total enrollment increases by 30 pupils each year. 


5. It will be noted that High School enrollment has jumped 
each year. However, the fact that grades 7 and 8 have about 39 in 
each grade would indicate no substantial increase in the next two 


-years. Here again, enrollment trends depend on the uncertain and 


almost unpredictable movement of the population. 


6. In the school report for last year, we indicated that High 
School enrollment might be 170 reaching that number between 1965 
and 1970; and this forecast appears dependable. 


7. The drop-out in High School made between grade 9 and 
graduation is about 30%. A broader program, and the demand of 
industry and the business world that employees should have at least 
the status and training of four years of High School — these factors 
should result in a much lower drop-out percentage. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


On August 6, 1959, citizens met in Special Town Meeting and 
voted to borrow $340,000 for construction of a 12 room elementary 
building and auditorium-gymnasium. This action was proof to the 
whole state that the citizens of Searsport believed in the importance 
of education and were willing to assume a heavy financial responsi- 
bility for the training of their young people. 
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Construction was started in the spring of 1960 and late in the 
summer it appeared that the building would be ready for occupancy 
by February. At the present writing, the plan is to enter the new 
building in March. 


ASSIGNMENT OF CLASSES 


Primary Building: 
Grades two and three will be transferred to the new building. 


The basement classroom will be abandoned. 


Subprimary class will be given more space and this is essential 
for these very young people. 


Briefly, the Primary Building will house Subprimary and Grade 
One. 


Grammar Building: 


This building will no longer be used for classes. Usually when 
a school building is abandoned for class use, it reverts to the Town 
and to control of the selectmen. 


School officials recommend abandoning the building because 
of insufficient play area; no space for an assembly room; and no 
large room for a school library. 


High School: 


Four elementary grades will be moved to the new building: 
grades 5, 6, 7, 8. It is planned to return grade 8 to the high school 
building in the fall. 


With the removal of these grades from the building, there 
will be a freer use of the Science Laboratory and the Library, and 
the Industrial Arts room will again be available for High School use. 
There will be two vacant classrooms, until the 8th grade is returned 
to this building. 


It will now be possible to plan for the Industrial Arts Course 
and to make certain moves toward accreditation. 
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The New Building: 


This building will house grades 2 through 8, and there will be 
one vacant room. Grade 8 will be temporarily located in this 
building. | 


The youngest pupils will be located in rooms equipped with 
washrooms. 


It will be possible to reduce the size of grade 7 and 8 — each 
grade has 39 pupils. It is planned to reduce each grade to 25 and 
the remainder in each grade will make up a combination grade 7-8. 
There will be three rooms instead of two for these grades, with 
ability grouping and more time for individual attention. 


The new building includes a library for these elementary grades 
although much needs to be done to add to the number of volumes 
and the variety of books. 


In referring to the vacant rooms in the High School and the new 
building we remind the citizens that we have been planning for 
growth in the years ahead. 


The Auditorium-Gymnasium: 


This building may be called the best of its kind in Waldo County 
and possibly the best gymnasium between Bangor and Rockland. 
Another year it may be the center for basketball championship 
play-offs. 


With its movable bleachers and permanent seating and 200 
folding chairs, the building could accommodate a conference of 
some size. If the kitchen could be equipped and movable tables 
purchased, the building would be ideal for conferences and general 
meetings. 


This building will be used for athletic and social activities of 
ALL students. As soon as possible there should be a plan for 
Physical Education for every student. 
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The auditorium provides for large group teaching, especially in 
connection with projectors and television. 


It may be recalled that a selling point for new construction was 
that this auditorium-gymnasium would also be a civic center. As 
far as possible and time allows, the building should be available for 
athletics and social activities of adults. 


This building will be under the supervision and control of the 
school committee since it is school property; and the committee will 
draw up rules and regulations for its use. 


Expansion of the High School Program: 


Accreditation: 


About 33 High Schools in the state are accredited. There are 
very definite state requirements for this status and the state is strict 
in its demands. 


Early in January of this year, the School Committee, Supt., and 
High School Principal met with a member of the State Dept. to 
find out what is needed for accreditation for Searsport High School. 


What Improvements must be made for Accreditation? 


1. At least two occupational courses. The school has a Com- 
mercial Department and this rates as an Occupational Course. The 
second course could be Industrial Arts. This possibility will be 
commented on later in this report. 


2. A larger library: the High School Library should accommo- 
date at least 10% of the enrollment and the largest English class 
in the school. With elementary grades removed from the building, 
it may be possible to use one of the rooms for a library. 


3. A program of Physical Education. The new gymnasium 
makes this possible if the townspeople will pay the expense of a 
teacher. 


4. The Science Laboratory is adequate, but more equipment 
for teaching Physics is needed. This equipment can be acquired 
this year. 


\ 
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5. A guidance director and office space for his duties and 
records. | 


6. There should be more ability grouping, and this is difficult 


to arrange unless the enrollment is much larger. 


As a result of this meeting with a representative of the State 
Dept. of Education, the opinion was that it would take some time 
to acquire accreditation. The High School can be working toward 
this status. To go the whole way in a short time would be much 
too expensive. 


In our move toward accreditation, I believe there are two things 
we can be working on: improvement of the library space and its 
offering; and the gradual introduction of Industrial Arts. 


Industrial Arts in the High School: 


When the present High School was built there was included a 
room for Industrial Arts. This was nine years ago. During the last 
two years it has been necessary to use this room for an elementary 
grade. With the transfer of this group to the new building, the 
room is again available, and there is a demand for the introduction 
of this course. 


What is an Industrial Arts Course? 


Industrial Arts is a fundamental part of general education and 
it provides opportunity to the student for exploration and fact find- 
ing in the realm of industrial occupations. 


Its activities relate directly to the materials, processes and 
products of industry. 


The modern Industrial Arts course includes the following 
activities as a full course for four years: 


1. Woodworking in its various phases. 


2. General metal work including foundry work, forging, weld- 
ing, bench metal, machine metal and sheet metal. 
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3. Electricity, including electrical theory, magnetism, electri- 
cal power, generation and transmission of electricity, radio, tele- 
graph, telephone, and house wiring. 


4. Power mechanics, including history, methods and means of 
human travel and transportation of goods, the internal combustion 
engine, its construction and maintenance. 

Industrial Arts is not a true vocational course, but it is a splendid 
introduction to vocational study. 


The course does not prepare for a specific occupation, but 
furnishes the student with the skills that will be useful in whatever 
occupation he pursues. The youth participating in industrial arts 
activities is brought in contact with real life problems as they relate 
to the work-a-day world. 


What will it cost to introduce Industrial Arts into our High School? 


This question was discussed in a recent Town Budget Meeting. 
All members present seemed interested and urged that the expense 
be investigated and brought before the people in the next Town 
Meeting. 


On January 26, the School Committee, School District Officials, 
the Supt. and Principal of the High School, Town Manager and 
Selectmen, met with a representative of the State Department. 


F ollowing are the results of this conference: 


l. It would be very expensive to introduce Industrial Arts for 


all four years at this time. Equipment alone would cost about 
$ 20,000.00. 


2. The Industrial Arts room, while it met specifications when 
it was built, is now too small. 


3. If the school committee will draw up a plan of gradual in- 
troduction of this course, the State will try to go along with approval. 
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What is this gradual plan? 


a. Beginning this fall, one of the four courses could be 
introduced with the present space. This course could be 
woodworking since the equipment cost would not be too 


great. 


b. Each succeeding year another course could be added 
until all four years of Industrial Arts are established. 


c. The expense would be about $10,000.00 per year with 
additional expense the third year when the program would 
call for purchase of heavy machinery. 


d. In the third year also, it would be necessary to add 900 
square feet to the Industrial Arts room. 


e. The State would give a year by year approval while the 
course is being built up through the four year period. 


f. The first year providing for the study and teaching of 
woodworking would be offered to the ninth grade, and it 
would be possible for interested upper class members to 
take this course. 


The expense for the first year would be: 


Equipment ......$4,000.00 
Material .......... 500.00 
Instructor ........ 5,200.00 (2,600.00 for half year) 


$9,700.00 


The cost of instructional material and instruction is subsidized 
by the State — 18%. 


The Supt. has prepared a plan as outlined above and the State 
Department has given approval. 


It now remains for the people to vote the money in the coming 
Town Meeting. It may be said that this course has long been de- 
ferred, and the cost will not be lessened by further delay. 
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Home Economics Course: 


When the Home Economics room was built it met state require- 
ments, but now is too small. The course is comprised of three areas 
of homemaking: 


1. Foods Area, Clothing Area, Home Living Area 


The cost of introducing this course would include expense for 
expanding the size of the room, cost of equipment and materials for 
each year; and, of course, the teacher salary. 


It would probably cost about $7,000 for equipment, material 
about $250.00 a year, and teacher salary about $4,500.00. 


Since it is doubtful that the town can provide both Industrial 
Arts and Home Economics at the same time, the Supt. recommends 
the course in Industrial Arts which is taken mostly by boys. It may 
be said that the Commercial Course is mostly for girls; the second 
occupational course should consider boys. 


Furthermore, standards required of 11th and 12th grade Com- 
mercial classes are so high that very few girls can take both Home 
Economics and Commercial subjects. 


If in time, Home Economics is introduced, I would recommend 
the course for grades 7, 8, and 9. 


Lunch Program 


As we all know, new construction provides for a kitchen and 
food storage room. However, building money available does not 
include an amount for equipping the kitchen. Before a lunch pro- 
gram can be planned, the kitchen must be equipped and movable 
tables purchased. 


It is estimated that the cost of equipment will be about $10,000 
and movable tables about $1,200.00. 


The cost of getting started in purchase of food supplies might 
call for a small appropriation by the town; and after that the lunch 
program could be self-supporting. However, there can be no 
definite statement that a lunch program will pay for itself. 
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The United States government subsidizes the lunch program at 
the rate of 4%¢ per meal and also gives generously from the govern- 
ment food surplus. ' 


FINANCES 


School Income 


1. Federal Government: For the Fiscal Year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1960, the Town of Searsport received $2,723.90 for 
education of children whose parents are federally con- 
nected. This year there will be no income from this source 
because of the strike on the Pipe Line. If the strike were 
settled in favor of the strikers and they returned to their 
former jobs, it would still be possible for the government to 
subsidize the education of children of these workers. 


2. State Government: In December 1961, State subsidy will 
be increased by $3,653.00. The town is still in the lowest 
subsidy class — 18%. 


3. Until this year, the fiscal year has been from Feb. 1 to Feb. 
1, and a year ago school expenses were planned on this basis. How- 
ever, Town Officials decided to have all books close on December 
31, 1960, and this left a large balance in the elementary and sec- 
ondary accounts which carried over as school income for 1961. 
Otherwise the appropriations would be larger; and it should be 
noted that this situation will catch up with us next year, and the 
appropriation will be proportionately larger. 


4. The budget is planned on the basis of entering the new 
building on March first with the higher expense of heat, light and 
janitorial expense for the 12 rooms and the gymnasium. Further- 
more, the budget expense includes teacher salary raises and the 
cost of one added teacher in the elementary grades and another in 


the high school.

If the people vote to pay the cost of introducing Industrial Arts, 
there should be an article to raise and appropriate $4,000.00 for 


equipment. 


For a teacher (% year) and materials the amount of $3,100.00 


should be added to the Secondary Appropriation.

We cannot obtain exact yearly costs for maintaining the New 
Building until the building has been in use for a year. In estimating 
heating and lighting costs, we have consulted with experts in these 


fields.

If the figure for maintaining the New Building looks very high, 
it will help some to know that the $2,977.00 for the Grammar School 
will no longer be an expense, and that the overall tax effort will be 
reduced by this amount. 7 


It is estimated that the New Building will use 36,000 gallons 
No. 5 oil during a year. 


The light bill is estimated at $225.00 a month at least during the 


winter months. 


It is generally agreed that one janitor cannot care for both the 
12 room building and the gymnasium; and the school committee 
plans to hire a part time janitor for the gymnasium.

POWERS AND DUTIES OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


There are three members each serving for three years, and one 
member is elected each year. 


Powers of the Superintending School Committee: 


1. The management of the schools and the custody and care, 
including repairs and insurance of school buildings, of all school 
property. 

2. After due notice and investigation to dismiss any teacher 
who proves unfit to teach or whose services they deem unprofitable 
to the school. 


3. Expel any obstinately, disobedient and disorderly student 
after a proper investigation of his behavior. 

4. To determine what scholars shall attend each school. 

5. To adjust salaries of teachers and principals and other per- 
sons legally employed. 


6. To elect teachers upon nomination by the superintendent 
of schools. 


7. To provide conveyance for students when, in their opinion, 
this is necessary. 
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8. To outline and implement the educational program for 


all children. 


9. Planning of finances and school plant expansion. 


The school committee has the legal responsibility for the con- 
duct of schools and is the only agency in which this authority is 
vested. 


OBSERVATIONS 


Members of the Building Committee have put in a great deal of 
time and made every effort to carry out the task assigned them by 
the people. In particular, Victor Greene, chairman, has spent many 
hours paying attention to the details of guiding the plans and 
expenditures. 


A new 72 passenger bus was placed in service last fall. At 
present, there is no danger of overloading and all the busses are in 
good condition. 


The school committee finds it necessary to revise the Teacher 
Salary Schedule affecting chiefly those with degrees. It is practically 
impossible to engage a new teacher with a degree for less than 
$4,000.00. If Searsport fails to accept the realities of the teacher 
salary situation, the system stands in danger of losing good teachers. 


We are proud of our school staff and extend thanks to them for 
their professional attitude and their classroom performance. We 
believe also that the staff is aware that new school construction and 
the interest of parents and citizens call for an improved curriculum 
and higher scholastic standards. 


We are grateful also for the efficient services of our janitors and 
bus drivers. 


We acknowledge the aid given by the Parent Teachers Associa- 
tion and the Lions Club and other organizations. Their genuine 
interest is most helpful and encouraging. 


Searsport citizens may well be proud of progress in school im- 
provement during the last year. Families planning to move to 
Searsport will be confident of good schools for their children; and 
this fact alone may effect growth for the town.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 
To the Superintendent, School Committee, and Citizens of Searsport: 


As I read over the past reports with reference to the high school, 
il seems unnecessary to review the broadening of the school curricu- 
lum. This point has been a major topic of past reports. Now that the 
possible room is available for the addition of vocational courses, it 
is entirely up to the citizens as to how far they wish to go with it. 


Plans for added facilities have been discussed and a possible 
plan is being presented in one of the articles in the warrant for 
your acceptance or rejection. 


The major improvement made in the high school curriculum 
this year was the addition of a sixth teacher to the staff; a step that 
makes it possible to reduce the teaching load under which some of 
last year’s teachers had to work and allows the setting up of two 
divisions of Freshman English, General Science, and the offering 
of two years each of Latin and French. 


Our high school enrollment jumped from 107 last year to 142 
this year. With this increase you can see that it was necessary to 
add another teacher. Mr. Paul Snow was the teacher added to the 
staff. He is handling classes in Latin I, French II, Algebra I and 
Algebra II, and will have Driver Education for the last half-year. 
This makes him a total teaching load of 81 students plus a study 
hall of 48. 


Mrs. Marguerite Rivers has moved to her first year of high 
school work and has undertaken the heaviest teaching load of all. 
She meets five classes for a total of 129 students, plus two study 
halls which total 98. Her classes are American History, Problems 
of Democracy, World History, General Mathematics, and one 
division of English I. 
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Miss Pauline Page, a newcomer to our system this year as 
English teacher, has the other division of English I and all other 
English classes, meeting a total of 114 students in class plus two 
study halls of 57. 


Miss Elaine Roundy is the new commercial teacher to replace 
Mrs. McCaslin. For her first year, having to follow in the foot- 
steps of a well-organized department, she has done an outstanding 
job. Her students have shown good progress and the order of 
her room is outstanding considering that she has had no previous 
experience. Her teaching schedule calls for seven periods a day in 
which she meets 94 students. She teaches all the commercial sub- 
jects; besides this she is faculty advisor for the WINDJAMMER 
and the VIKING. 


Mr. Paul Pepin, the only high school teacher who has been 
with us for two years, has had a teaching load of 117 students in 
two divisions of General Science, one each of Biology and Civics. 
We have tried to set up a skeleton physical education program for 
the seventh, eighth, and ninth grades but have not been able to 
do much because of the limited facilities with which he has to 
work. 


As for my own program, I handled four classes during the 
fall: Physics, Plane Geometry, Advanced Mathematics, and Driver 
Fducation for a total teaching load of 73. However, with Mr. 
Snow taking over the Driver Education at mid-year, this load 
will be changed a little so that more time may be devoted to 
supervision, administration and student guidance. It is needless 
to say that the last three mentioned responsibilities have not 
received the attention necessary because of the lack of time. 


The enrollment in the building this year with the combina- 
tion room of grades five and six, a room for grade six, one for 
grade seven and another for grade eight makes a total of 276. 
The crowded conditions have somewhat cramped our high school 
program. It is necessary to hold two classes in the library and one 
class in the front part of the commercial room while there is a 
typewriting class in the other part. 
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The activities program has been functioning with success. 
Our band has shown a major improvement under the guidance 
of Mr. Norman Guidoboni. It is planned that they will make the 
same public appearances as in the past and we hope to see them 
in uniform soon. Many of the rehearsals have been hampered this 
year due to the cold condition of Union Hall. However, with our 
new facilities in sight this condition will be erased. 


Our athletic program has developed to the point where sta- 
tistics show at this time that Searsport will represent Waldo 
County in the state Tournament in Bangor. Much credit is due 
the boys and Mr. Pepin for their hard work. The necessary change 
which has to take place in order to maintain a standing of this 
sort is to develop an athletic program starting with at least the 
seventh grade and having someone besides a member of the 
high school staff to organize and develop it. Next year, due to our 
enrollment, it will be necessary for Searsport to drop out of the 
Waldo League and find an M school league in which to partici- 
pate as the competition has not been enough to prepare a team 
for M school participation. 


A fair number of our students are making application for 
training beyond high school. It is a little early to say, but it is 
anticipated that at least six will be going on to other schools. It is 
gratifying to get reports from the University of Maine, Boston 
University, Colby College, Aroostook State Normal School, Maine 
Medical Center, and Maine Maritime Academy of the success of 
the graduates of Searsport High School.

The District did not retire any of its bonds in 1960. However, 
funds were transferred to a sinking fund amounting to $11,859.83.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING © 
SERVICES IN SEARSPORT FOR THE YEAR 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the health of 
individuals and families living in a community. An organized 
program for public health is one that offers those individuals and 
families every possible chance of living and enjoying life, free from 
the handicaps of preventable disease and disability. In more formal 
terms, the objective of a public health program is to bring to all 
the people the benefits of modern medical and related sciences 
including the care and rehabilitation of the sick and disabled, the 
promotion of healthful living, and the prevention and control of 
disease. 


_A number of people are involved in the attaining of this objec- 
tive. All together they make up a “health team”. The public health 
nurse is an essential member of this team. She shares in planning 
and action with other workers in the fields of health, education, and 
welfare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with school personnel; 
with citizen groups. One of her important functions is coordination 
with the others involved to provide public health services to in- 
dividuals, families, and community. Citizens of the community are 
also essential members of the health team. Alert to the health needs 
of their community, taking their share of responsibility to meet 
these needs, their contribution as health workers is indispensable 
to the effectiveness of the public health program. A vital, dynamic, 
working “health team” in the local community strengthens the 
public health not only of that community, but also of the State and 
the Nation. 


Your public health nurse submits the following summary of 
public health nursing services in your town for the year 1960: 
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Fight child health conferences were held with an attendance 
of 263 infants and preschool children. Forty-seven completed their 
immunizations against diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus; 22 
were vaccinated against smallpox, and 129 received polio vaccine. 


Two immunization clinics were held in the school; 320 children 
received polio vaccine and 34 were vaccinated against smallpox. 
Plans are being made to have other clinics in the schools in 1961. 


Five hundred twenty-four children were given the audiometer 
test to find those with defective hearing. 


Ninety-eight home visits were made to prenatal and postpartum 
patients, infants, preschool and school children; to patients under 
care of Crippled Children’s Service; and to tuberculosis patients 
and their contacts. 


Forty-five interviews were held with school personnel, town 
officials, local physicians, committee members and other agencies 
to plan and carry out these public health nursing services.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER, 1960 
To the citizens of Searsport: 


We have had a light year as regards contagious diseases, a 
total of 26 cases being reported, mostly minor, with chickenpox 
predominating. I believe there have been some cases unreported, 
and would call attention to the state law requiring all contagious 
cases to be reported either by the householder or the attending 
physician. 
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State requirements for offering of immunizations have been 
met. Smallpox vaccinations were offered to adults in March. Im- 
munization clinics for preschool children were held monthly from 
May through December. We have continued to have the use of 
the Methodist vestry for these clinics, and have been assisted by 
Mrs. Creamer and the same committee of the P.T.A, as last year: 
Mrs. Jackson, Mrs. Moody, Mrs. Whiting, Mrs. Ashey and Mrs. 
Seaman. The clinics for school children were completed in March. 


Plans are under way for the 1961 immunizations for school 
children. We are trying out a new form of consent slip, with 
information as to recommendations of the State Bureau of Health, 
so that repeat immunizations will not be given unnecessarily often, 
or postponed longer than they should be. These slips will probably 
be in the hands of parents before they receive this report. 


The question of purchase of an audiometer for hearing tests on 
school children has been brought up. These are the facts, as I under- 
stand them. The machine used currently by the state nurse is owned 
by the state, and is available for use in several counties; there is 
usually an indefinite waiting period before it can be obtained for 
local use. Some towns and cities own their own machines, and 
some of these are rented to neighboring towns. Cost of machines 
is around $400, and rentals about $10 a day. The machine can be 
operated by the local teachers. It seems to me that a machine 
owned by the school union would be adequate for all needs.

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REPORT OF THE CARVER MEMORIAL 
LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 


The Carver Memorial Library Association in its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1960, announces that the work 
on re-cataloguing the books is still progressing slowly because of its 
nature, but satisfactorily to the point that the Library is now serving 
the public with a higher degree of efficiency. It hopes soon to be 
of increasing value to its patrons, in the belief that a public library 
is part of the educational and cultural life of the community it 
serves. 


The circulation of books continues to increase. 


Two commitments in its 1960 budget have not been fulfilled — 
the draining of the cellar and the building of more book cases. The 
first of these projects proved to be so involved that more time is 
needed for its solution, (Actually some preliminary work has been 
done on it.). The second had to be postponed because of previous 
_ obligations on the part of the contractor. 


These two aims claim top priority on the agenda for 1961 at 
the estimated cost of at least $800.00. To clarify the record for 
the budget for 1961, the balance in the treasurer’s report can be 
considered less by this amount. Considered also in the 1960 budget 
was the cost of a new filing cabinet, on order but not yet delivered. 
These two deductions leave the balance approximately $556.80. 


The general maintenance total for 1960 covering the eleven- 
month period was $1140.00. On the basis of the twelve-month 
period for next year the operating expense, with rising costs, will 
be about $1500.00, the total of the estimated routine expenditures. 


The resources of the Association itself are derived from its 
annual White Elephant Sale and other money raising projects; its 
yearly dues; and its invested funds (limited). These can be estimated 
at $500.00. 
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With these resources and the 1960 balance, modified by the 
items of $800.00 and $248.50, the Association in a careful study of 
its budget for 1961 believes it needs an appropriation less than 
that of last year; namely $1500.00. 


Mrs. Louise Pyle is for the third year giving extra time every 
Tuesday to take care of the bus pupils who otherwise would not 
have access to the Library. This service is greatly appreciated. The 
Association takes this opportunity to express its gratitude to all who 
have supported the Library this year or in the past years.

Streets.” 


It was moved in that year at a cost of $123.94 and is now 

located at the spot above-mentioned. 

In 1897 a proposal “to see if the Town will permit the G.A.R. 
Post to remove a portion of the granite shaft on Soldiers Monument, 
purchase and place thereon a white statue, all without expense to 
the Town” was soundly defeated. 

There are many stories concerning this monument, very few of 
which can be authenticated.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The deterent effect of a uniformed police officer in any given 
area is admittedly one of great value, tho’ not always measureable. 


In the Searsport area of traffic control, your Police Department 
can only point with a sense of pride and satisfaction to the record 
of another year in which no pedestrian accident occurred. Many 
times the area of protection extends beyond the field of traffic 
hazards. In a society which has seen a startling upsweep of crime 
throughout the nation, our town of Searsport was especially fortun- 
ate during the past year in having a very, very low percentage of 
crime. In many towns on either side of us this record did not hold. 
Except for a juvenile episode of breaking and entering, a case which 
was quickly expedited, judiciously handled, (and may I say, with 
great credit to the parents of those involved) and closed, no crime 
of major importance spotted the record of your police department. 


There is the function of your police department to prevent 
crime before it occurs. This could be in the nightly check that is 
made of all places of business. Last year eight doors were found 
unlocked in the middle of the night. Or it might be reflected in the 
proper relationship which exists between the police and the teen- 
agers in a given community. Let me say to the credit of the young 
people in Searsport who have cars to drive, (and this is a problem 
in any community) that with very few exceptions during the past 
year did they violate a mutual pact that was made between them 
and your police chief. During the past summer very few complaints 
were registered against the squealing of tires and the so-called 
burning of rubber. I know the same excellent cooperation can be 
expected of them this coming year. 


During 1960 your Police Department received 268 calls involv- 
ing private and public complaints, or calls for assistance. Three 
emergency trips were made to the Waldo County Hospital. Once 
again the fine cooperation from the State Police and the Sheriff's 
Department has been greatly appreciated. 
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The department at present consists of a chief and four special 
officers: Donald Kimball, Melvin Thompson, Earl Winslow, and 
Jay Colcord, who is also a constable. There is a small increase 
requested in the budget this year. It was recognized that the reg- 
ular officer should have one day off each week. On that day a 
special officer will carry the work. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the voters who last year 
recognized the advantages in protection that could be given the 
inhabitants of the town by having a mobile radio for the police 
work. The article in the town warrant was voted and passed. How- 
ever, the radio was not purchased because a question arose. as to 
whether it could be used on a State Police transmitting band.. That 
difficulty has been removed by an authorization from the Maine 
State Police giving the Town of Searsport permission to transmit 
messages to them, and receive messages from them on a frequency 
which has been established by them for communicating with small 
community police departments. 


In closing, your police department officers would like. to ask 
your support once again in our request for radio communications 
equipment. The appropriation was voted last year and went into 
the surplus fund; we are asking that it be purchased this year from 
the surplus fund. (ute oth

In accordance with your request we have made a limited 
general post audit of the accounting records of the Town of Sears- 
port, Maine for the year ended December 31, 1960. Our examina- 
tion and accompanying report was based upon the audit procedures 
recommended by The National Committee on Governmental Ac- 
counting and our understanding of the prescribed standards in- 
tended by Chapter 405, Section 26, of the 1957 Public Laws of 
Maine. 

We herewith submit our report consisting of exhibits and sup- 
porting schedules, together with such qualifications, analysis and 
recommendations necessary to develop the purpose of a municipal 
audit.

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COMMENTS 


In making an analysis of your balance sheet and the result of 
departmental operations, consideration must be given to the effect 
of closing the books one month earlier than customary. The begin- 
ning of the year was abnormal in respect to taxes receivable and 
correlated unpaid tax anticipation loans, a situation that is now 
resolved. At the end of the current year 95% of the tax commit- 
ment had been received in cash. In comparison with two years ago, 
the taxes receivable are now $7,725.63 less. Despite the loss of the 
January 1961 collections, the excise tax revenue decreased only 


$445.00. 


In the departmental operations the last quarterly invoice for 
Aid to Dependent Children had not been received, therefore, should 
there be a return to the former closing date the budget should 
provide for five quarterly payments. The earlier closing date affects 
snow removal costs and charities together with accounts to which 


weekly payrolls are chargeable. 


The unappropriated surplus decreased $12,875.40 as set forth 
on Exhibit C. The appropriation from surplus of $14,500.00 at an- 
nual town meeting may have appeared to be reasonable at that time 
(despite a caution in regard to weak assets) and followed the excel- 
lent general principle of setting aside operational gains to capital 
reserve accounts. The additional appropriation of $3,300.00 at a 
special meeting simply reduced the amount which otherwise might 
have been available at the 1961 town meeting. 


Instead of realizing on a reasonable percentage of the uncol- 
lected taxes, abatements granted totaled $13,175.50 with the result 
that the year ended with a cash and surplus position which are both 
sub normal although not dangerously weak. Because both of these 
positions were close to the borderline between strength and weak- 
ness at the beginning of the year, these losses could not readily be 
absorbed. As subsequently commented upon there are two un- 
realistic items that distort the true surplus. 


The funds for new school construction are carried in a checking 
account segregated from all other funds. Its status upon “completion” 
of the buildings and the attendent equipment requirements cannot 
be predicted. It is certain, however, that in the years following 
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occupancy there will be demands for additions and changes that 
will require the use of a balance, if any, that may remain. 


In the departmental accounts there were overdrafts for insur- 
ance and for the municipal dump which appear to be the result of 
underestimates of the minimum requirements. The substantial over- 
draft in the administration account was due to legal fees, purchase 
of a copying machine and for special office supplies. Many of the 
unexpended balances reflect a shorter year. 


One of the overdrafts carried forward needs explanation. The 
purpose in the snow removal account was to stop a continuous drain 
on the treasury. In 1954, after a series of years with unexpended 
balances averaging approximately $1,000.00 from tax levies of 
$2,500.00, the tax levy was unwisely cut all the way to $500.00 for 
two successive years; this resulted in a combined two years overdraft 
of $2,003.48. This was followed by an increase in the tax levy to 
$800.00 in 1956 and an overdraft of $1,065.82. In 1958 the tax levy 
was raised to $1,000.00 and by vote of the town the balance was 
to be carried forward; the year ended with an overdraft of $2,521.28. 
Since that time successive tax levies of $4,050.00 each year have 
reduced the overdraft to $195.07 thus restoring the treasury to that 
extent. Had the 1954 tax levy been cut only to the indicated needs 
instead of $1,000.00 less than average costs, such unrealism would 
have been avoided. 


The overdraft carried forward for the school bus purchased in 
1958 has been previously commented upon. In the computation of 
surplus, such an overdraft resulting from money expended, (and is 
something you do not have) counts as much as free cash in the bank, 
hence, the surplus on your balance sheet is $5,100.00 too high. It is 
based on the promise that the school department overdrafts will be 
recovered from future taxation. 


During the year a change was made in a portion of the account- 
ing system with discontinuance of other portions. The result has 
been most unfortunate and costly. In effect the value of subsiduary 
control over the general ledger summaries had been almost aban- 
doned and the correlation between bank and the general accounts 
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became out of reconciliation. This report has been completed in 
respect to the banking but not in respect to the detailed distribution 
of expenditures. Any temporary disagreement there may be be- 
tween the report of the superintendent of schools and town ledger 
is due to the reprocessing of school payrolls instead of their direct 
use as in the past. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is contemplated that two years from the date of commitment 
is ample time for the status of uncollected taxes to be fully de- 
termined. Depending upon the circumstances, including the cost 
and other implications, the tax should either be abated or the col- 
lector held liable, however, consideration should be given to the 
doubtful value of old taxes when re-committed. 


The use of separate checking accounts is sometimes advantage- 
ous for purposes of control and in the case of trust funds it avoids 
even a temporary use of money not the property of the town. A tem- 
porary checking acount, as now in use for the major school construc- 
tion, is also a good practice. A subdivision of checking accounts with 
a similar purpose and use, as established in the first part of the year, 
is considered to create much more work and saves nothing; it should 
be abandoned. 

With full recognition that the town office facilities have been 
improved over the last twenty years, it is clear that no provision was 
made to avoid the inefficiency and constant interruption that is 
inevitable when too many entities operate within one room. The 
right of privacy in respect to charities is denied to the public. We 
suggest that this matter be given a high degree of priority in future 
planning. Needless to say there is not adequate safe storage and 
filing. The town is also too large to keep town clerk’s records in 
one volume. 


We suggest abandonment of the modifications in the accounting 
system installed in the past year and a return to such portions of the 
prior system that are adequate and proven to be sound. A repro- 
cessing of material that ends up in a blind alley is not wanted. It is 
most important to reconcile the subsiduary control with the general 
ledger at regular intervals.

VETERANS AND BLIND PERSONS 


The Laws of the State of Maine provide that the following 
positive action must be taken by VETERANS and BLIND PER- 
SONS in order to be eligible for tax exemptions: 


Any person who desires to secure exemption under the 
provisions of this subsection shall make written application and 
file written proof of entitlement ON OR BEFORE THE 1ST 
DAY OF APRIL, in the year in which the exemption is first 
requested, with the assessors of the place in which the person 
resides; and the assessors shall thereafter grant such exemp- 
tion to any person while he is so qualified or until they are 
notified of reason or desire for discontinuance.

Sec. 34. Taxpayers to list property; notice, penalty, verifica- 
tion. — Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give sea- 
sonable notice in writing to all persons, liable to taxation in the 
municipality, to furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of 
their polls and all their estates, not by law exempt from taxation, 
of which they were possessed on the Ist day of April of the same 
year. 


The notice to residents may be given by posting notifications 
in some public place in the municipality, or in such other hy 
as the municipality directs. 


The notice to non-resident owners may be by mail directed to 
the last known address of the taxpayer, or by any other method 
that provides reasonable notice to the taxpayer. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he 
is thereby barred of his right to make application to the assessors 
or the county commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless 
he furnishes such list with his application and satisfies them that 
he. was unable to furnish it at the time appointed. 


The assessors or any of them may require the person furnishing 
the list to make oath to its truth, which oath any of them may 
administer, and any of them may require him to answer in writing 
all proper inquiries as to the nature, situation and value of his 
property liable to be taxed in the state; and a refusal or neglect to 
answer such inquiries and subscribe the same bars an appeal to 
the county commissioners, but such list and answers shall not be 
conclusive upon the assessors.
